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Social  science  research,  which  presupposes 
freedom  of  intellectual  choice  and  opinion,  is  a 
luxury  that  a  Third  World  nation  seldom 
encourages.  India  has  not  only  encouraged  it,  but 
does  so  with  state  patronage.  To  encourage 
social  science  research  the  Indian  Council  of 
Social  Science  Research  supports  research 
proposals  on  any  subject  or  theme  that  has  a 
significant  social  science  orientation.  It  recognizes 
the  following  disciplines  for  support:  Business 
Administration,  Commerce,  Criminology, 
Economics,  Education,  International  Relations, 
Management,  Political  Science,  Psychology,  Public 
Administration,  Social  Work  and  Sociology.  In 
addition,  the  social  science  aspects  of 
Anthropology.  Demography,  Geography, 
History,  Law  and  Linguistics  are  also  part  of  the 
Council's  agenda.  In  order  to  build 
interdisciplinary  approach,  the  Council 
encourages  research  with  comparative 
orientation.  ICSSR’s  seriousness  of  purpose  is 
iterated  by  the  fact  that  it  even  tries  to  draw 
from  the  experience  of  other  social  science 
research  councils,  most  notably  those  of  UK  and 
USA.  In  1972,  it  invited  to  India  Pendleton- 
Herring,  Andrew  Shonfield  and  A.  B.  Cherns  who 
submitted  reports  assessing  the  role  of  ICSSR 
and  making  useful  suggestions  regarding  its 
organizational  structure.  Besides,  ICSSR 
organized  a  series  of  17  seminars  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  to  discuss  its  role,  functions  of, 
and  programmes,  in  which  more  than  a  thousand 
social  scientists  participated. 

On  3 1  July  1 999,  ICSSR  completed  three  decades 
of  its  existence.  It  is  a  reasonably  long  period  for 
any  organization  to  take  stock  of  its 
achievements,  failures  and  challenges.  Particularly 
so  for  ICSSR  because  the  social,  political  and 
economic  scenes  of  the  nation  have  changed 
quite  substantially  during  this  period.  What  has 
been  ICSSR's  record  in  terms  of  promoting  social 
sciences  through  prioritizing  grants  for  relevant 
research,  its  publication  policy,  documentation 
services  of,  and  data  bank?  How  much  has  it  been 
able  to  periodically  highlight  the  dominant  trends 
in  various  social  science  disciplines?  What  role 
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has  ICSSR  played  by  way  of  building  collaboration 
with  the  social  science  communities  across  the 
world,  now  a  global  village?  What  has  been  its 
experience  in  funding  its  institutes,  now  27  in 
number?  These  are  some  of  the  questions  that 
come  naturally  to  one’s  mind. 

Through  fellowships,  project  grants,  subsidies  for 
holding  seminars  and  conferences,  and  partial 
support  for  visits  abroad  to  attend  conferences 
and  seminars  ICSSR  has  provided  valuable 
support  and  encouragement  to  scholars  from  all 
over  the  country.  Being  conscious  of  its  social 
responsibility  the  Council  from  the  very  beginning 
made  efforts  to  expose  young  academics  to 
research  activities.  With  the  same  motto, 
proposals  submitted  from  backward  regions  have 
been  particularly  encouraged.  The  idea  has  been 
to  broadbase  social  science  research  to  the 
extent  possible.  From  its  inception  till  the  year 
ending  31  March  2000,  ICSSR  has  funded  2649 
research  projects  and  received  2066  research 
reports.  The  number  of  beneficiaries  of  other 
programmes  as  such  is  much  larger. 

ICSSR’s  qualitative  success,  however,  outweighs 
its  quantitative  success.  For  example,  not  only 
eminent  names  were  associated  with  some  of  its 
studies,  its  programme  on  survey  of  research  did 
a  commendable  job  in  highlighting  state  of  the 
art  in  various  social  science  disciplines  thereby 
identifying  the  areas  that  needed  particular 
attention.  Outside  the  purview  of  structured 
programmes,  special  attention  was  paid  through 
sponsored  research  to  promote  studies  in  such 
socially  relevant  fields  as  gender  justice, 
Scheduled  Castes  /  Scheduled  Tribes,  minority 
issues  and  economically  backward  regions  in 
which  the  problems  of  the  North-East  figured 
most  prominently. 

Closely  related  to  the  exercise  was  to  build  a 
culture  of  documentation  and  data  preservation. 
Keeping  these  ideas  in  mind,  the  (NASSDOC) 
National  Social  Science  Documentation  Centre 
and  Data  Archives  were  set  up.  Over  the  years, 
the  NASSDOC  has  collected  useful  unpublished 
documents,  including  Ph.D.  dissertations  from 
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various  Indian  universities  and  research  reports 
submitted  to  the  ICSSR.  With  the  creation  of  an 
information  gateway  with  Internet  facility  ICSSR 
is  going  to  be  of  further  help  to  social  scientists. 
Like  NASSDOC,  the  Data  Archives  of  ICSSR, 
set  up  in  1973,  has  been  making  available  data 
generated  through  ICSSR  research  studies.  It 
must  however  be  admitted  that  even  though 
ICSSR  diligently  stored  these  data  there  was  not 
enough  demand  for  them  because  most  were 
micro  level  data  and  not  available  in  standard 
formats,  A  major  boost  was  given  to  the 
programme  in  the  late  1 990s  when  it  was  decided 
to  make  available  standard  macro  data  on  various 
social  phenomena  along  with  micro  empirical 
data.  ICSSR  realised  that  disaggregated  data 
available  with  the  Central  Statistical  Organization 
(CSO)  and  National  Sample  Survey  (NSS),  though 
useful,  were  not  exactly  needed  by  the  social 
scientists,  who  looked  for  disaggregated  data,  'To 
grapple  with  the  problem,  ICSSR  organized  a 
workshop  in  1 997  in  which  the  government’s  data 
generating  agencies  also  participated.  The  18 
papers  presented  in  the  seminar  on  availability 
of  data  on  important  socio-economic  sectors, 
are  now  published  in  an  edited  volume.  At 
present,  ICSSR  is  in  the  process  of  creating  a 
network  involving  all  27  research  institutes 
funded  by  it,  the  data  generating  units  of  the 
government  and  its  own  data  bank,  to  make  it 
easier  for  the  social  scientists  to  access  the  data 
they  may  require  for  their  research. 

The  major  funding  activity  of  the  ICSSR  has  been 
to  support  27  research  institutes  through  its 
grant-in-aid  scheme.  These  institutes  are  located 
in  i  3  States  and  two  Union  Territories.  Some  of 
the  State  governments  provide  matching  grants 
to  research  institutes  located  in  those  states.  The 
institutes  have  established  close  links  with  the 
scholars  in  their  respective  regions  as  well  as 
elsewhere  through  their  involvement  in  the 
research  activities,  seminars,  workshops,  training 
and  consultancy  programmes,  etc,  Some  of  the 
institutes  are  also  closely  associated  with  national 
and  state  level  planning  and  development,  thereby 
strengthening  the  linkage  between  research  and 
policy  formulation. 


Research  Projects 

During  1999-2000,  ICSSR  processed  324 
research  proposals  of  which  1 37  were  received 
in  that  year  itself,  the  remaining  carried  forward 
from  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  number  of 
324  under  consideration,  37  were  sanctioned, 

47  rejected  or  recorded  and  remaining  240  still 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Amongst  the  important  projects  sanctioned, 
mention  may  be  made  of  the  following:  Prodipto 
Roy's  ‘‘Orissa  Cyclone:  Rapid  Assessment  Survey 
of  Needs",  Subhash  Narula’s  “East  and  South- 
East  Asian  Economic  Turmoil:  Its  Nature,  Genesis 
and  Effects  -  Its  Implications  and  Lessons  for 
Indian  Economic  Policy”,  J.B.P,  Sinha’s  "In  Search 
of  an  Integrative  Management”,  P.  Samal  and  Anita 
Pandey's  “People,  Gender  and  Indigenous 
Knowledge  in  the  Use  and  Conservation  of 
Resources  in  the  Central  Himalayan  Region  of 
India:  An  Empirical  Study",  Sunita  Singh  Sengupta’s 
‘‘Socio-Cultural  Determinants  of  Women 
Leadership  in  Organizations”,  Sachchidanand 
Sahai’s  “The  Mekong:  An  Indo-Chinese  Social 
Space",  M.  Balachandran’s  “Entrepreneurial 
Backwardness  of  Small  Scale  Industrial  Units 
Promoted  by  Scheduled 'Caste  and  Schedule 
Tribe  Entrepreneurs”,  and  Namita  Choudhary's 
“Urban  Poor:  A  Comparative  Study  in  Indian 
Slums". 

Fellowships 

Under  its  National,  Senior,  General  and  Doctoral 
Fellowship  Schemes,  ICSSR  offered  a  number  of 
fellowships  to  deserving  candidates  during  the 
year.  Of  the  1 0  National  Fellowships  at  any  point 
of  time,  eight  were  occupied  and  two  were  vacant 
during  the  year.  All  the  eight  were  nearing 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  So  far  as  Senior 
and  General  Fellowships  are  concerned,  eight  and 
five  scholars,  respectively,  were  awarded  the 
same,  Partial  assistance  and  contingency  grants 
were  offered  to  83  doctoral  students. 

Research  Survey 

One  of  the  major  activities  of  ICSSR  is  to  monitor 
the  progress  of  social  science  research  and 
identify  areas  that  deserve  greater  attention,  the 
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so-called  neglecced  segments.  It  is  in  keeping  with 
this  motto  that  it  had  launched  the  Research 
Survey  programme  so  as  to  take  stock  of  state 
of  the  art  in  all  basic  social  science  disciplines. 

Documentation 

Located  at  35  Ferozeshah  Road,  ICSSR's 
documentation  unit,  known  as  the  NASSDOC, 
is  what  logistics  are  for  defence  and  industry.  It 
provides  library  and  information  support  to  the 
social  science  community.  During  the  year,  it 
added  467  monographs  including  66  doctoral 
dissertations  and  120  research  reports,  to  its 
already  huge  holdings.  Also,  it  acquired  1,500 
journals.  To  take  advantage  of  its  valuable  ware, 
about  3,000  researchers  visited  the  library  and 
consulted  about  50,000  documents  including 
dissertations,  research  reports,  books  and 
periodicals.  The  reference  staff  answered  about 
14,000  queries.  Since  NASSDOC  forms  a  part 
of  the  syllabi  of  many  university  courses  in  library 
sciences,  students  from  several  universities  came 
to  the  centre  as  part  of  their  study  tours.  The 
Inter  Library  Resources  Centre  (ILRC),  which 
has  been  a  very  successful  experiment  over  the 
years,  besides  providing  its  routine  services, 
transferred  its  duplicate  collections  to  ICSSR’s 
Regional  Centres  and  research  institutes.  Keeping 
pace  with  time,  NASSDOC  improved  its  internet 
and  e-mail  facilities.  It  subscribed  to  a  host  of 
online  databases  by  becoming  a  member  of  the 
Delhi  Library  Network  . 

Data  Archives 

The  Data  Archives  has  been  active  in  pursuing  a 
number  of  programmes  that  include  developing 
a  repository  of  research  relevant  data,  providing 
guidance  and  consultancy  services  to  scholars  in 
data  processing,  compiling  of  the  National 
Register  of  Social  Scientists  in  India,  setting  up  a 
network  of  data  banks  and  sponsoring  training 
courses  in  research  methodology  and  computer 
application.  Under  the  data  repository 
programme,  80  project  directors  who  had 
completed  their  projects  were  contacted  to 
collect  relevant  information  of  which  negotiations 
were  initiated  with  35  for  acquisition  of  data.  To 
facilitate  the  access  of  scholars  to  the  large  body 


of  data  collected  on  a  regular  basis,  the  ICSSR 
tried  to  set  up  a  network  of  data  banks  with  the 
involvement  of  ICSSR-supported  research 
institutes  and  major  data  gathering  agencies.  An 
exercise  had  already  been  undertaken  to 
commission  review  papers  on  various  sectors 
to  take  stock  of  the  available  data.  On  the  basis 
of  these  papers  and  subsequent  brainstorming 
meetings  12  task  forces  each  related  to  an 
important  body  of  socio-economic  data  were 
formed.  During  the  year  ,  30  researchers  availed 
themselves  of  the  ICSSR’s  guidance  and 
consultancy  services  in  data  processing. 

Research  institutes 

During  the  year,  261  research  projects  were 
completed  in  the  27  institutes,  not  a  mean 
achievement  indeed.  At  the  close  of  the  year, 
409  studies  were  going  on  .  The  list  of 
publications  and  releases  of  these  institutes  was 
also  encouraging.  Altogether,  970  books, 
monographs  and  working/occasional  papers  were 
prepared  on  themes  relating  to  India’s 
development.  Besides,  28  scholars  working  under 
the  guidance  of  the  faculties  of  the  research 
institutes  received  their  Ph.D.  degrees  and  27 
scholars  were  waiting  for  their  results  after  having 
submitted  their  dissertations.  At  the  close  of  the 
year,  279  scholars  were  actively  working  on  their 
doctoral  dissertations.  The  institutes  were 
vibrant  with  other  activities  too  which  most 
notably  included  seminars  and  conferences,  both 
inhouse  and  national  and  international.  In  all,  305 
seminars  and  conferences  were  held  in  the 
institutes. 

International  Collaboration 

The  concept  of  global  village  is  not  a  cliche  for 
the  ICSSR.  Right  from  its  inception  efforts  have 
been  made  to  collaborate  with  social  science 
organizations  across  the  world  as  well  as  with 
individual  foreign  researchers  whenever  possible. 
As  a  nodal  agency  for  social  science  collaboration 
within  the  framework  of  the  Cultural  Exchange 
Programmes  (CEPs)  signed  by  the  Government 
of  India  with  its  foreign  counterparts,  ICSSR  has 
become  a  vehicle  of  international  cooperation 
in  social  science  research.  The  activities 
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implemented  under  this  programme  are  cultural 
exchange  programmes,  bilateral  ties  with  other 
countries  outside  the  CEPs,  assistance  to  Indian 
scholars  for  participating  in  international 
conferences  and  for  collecting  data  for  research 
abroad,  grants  for  studies  on  the  Indian  Diaspora, 
participation  in  the  activities  of  the  international 
educational  and  social  science  organizations  such 
as  UNESCO,  ISSC,  IFSSO  and  ASSREC.  Among 
the  major  events  that  took  place  during  the  year 
under  review  mention  may  be  made  of  the  three 
bilateral  seminars  one  each  with  China,  France 
and  Russia.  Also,  ICSSR  participated  in  the 
meetings  of  the  ASSREC  and  the  ISSC.  But  the 
event  that  warrants  particular  mention  is  the 
launching  of  the  Andre  Malraux  Programme  on 
International  Understanding,  Under  the 
programme,  which  has  divided  its  activities  under 
four  broad  heads  -  Human  Civilizations, 
Mankind’s  Heritage  in  Science,  New  Partnerships 
in  the  Emerging  International  Order,  and 
Communications  and  Society,  a  number  of 
seminars,  lectures  and  projects  have  been 
envisaged. 

Scheduled  Castes/  Scheduled  Tribes 

The  Tribal  Studies  Panel  was  revived  under  the 
leadership  of  Professor  B.  K,  Roy  Burman.  The 
Panel  comprising  experts  from  universities, 
NGOs  and  other  research  bodies  held  a  number 
of  meetings  with  the  representatives  of 
autonomous  district  councils,  retired 
government  officials  who  dealt  with  tribal  affairs, 
representatives  of  tribal  organizations,  tribal 
youth  leaders  and  others  knowledgeable  about 
the  tribal  scene.  A  draft  executive  report  on  the 
tribal  situation  was  prepared  and  circulated 
among  the  members  of  the  ICSSR  Council,  tribal 
institutes,  university  departments,  etc.  for  the 
benefit  of  their  advice.  Following  the  exercise,  a 
national  seminar  on  'Challenges  of  an  Emerging 
Tribal  Scenario  and  the  Responses  of  the  Indian 
State  and  Civil  Society’,  was  held  on  I  -2  February 
2000  at  the  ICSSR  Conference  Hall,  Besides  the 
activities  of  the  Tribal  Studies  Panel,  under  its 
regular  schemes  also  the  ICSSR  supported  tribal 
research.  For  instance,  two  senior  fellowships 


that  were  awarded  during  the  year  were  on:  'A 
Study  of  Educational  and  Linguistic  Problems  of 
Malyali  Tribes  Living  on  the  Borders  of  Kerala 
arid  Tamil  Nadu'  and  ‘Status  of  Chcnchu  Women: 
A  Primitive  Tribal  Group  from  the  Nallamani  Hill 
Ranges  of  the  Eastern  Ghats,  A.P,' 

Gender  Studies 

Gender  studies,  particularly  those  related  to 
women’s  socio-economic  status,  have 
traditionally  received  priority  in  the  ICSSR.  There 
was  a  time  when  a  special  cell  existed  on  the 
programme  and  out  of  this  special  cell,  the  Centre 
for  Women’s  Development  Studies  (CWDS), 
now  one  of  the  27  research  institutes  on  the 
grant-in-aid  list  of  the  ICSSR,  had  come  into  being. 

Minorities 

The  ICSSR  through  its  research  projects  and 
fellowship  programmes  has  always  encouraged 
studies  on  the  disadvantaged  groups  of  society, 
including  SC/ST  population,  women  and 
minorities. 

The  North-East 

North-East  of  India  has  been  a  priority  for  the 
ICSSR  from  the  beginning  though  it  was  not 
always  so  advertised.  During  the  year,  on  18 
January  2000,  ICSSR  decided  to  launch  a 
Sponsored  Programme  on  the  development  of 
the  region  following  an  inhouse  meeting  headed 
by  the  Chairman,  Questions  that  were  raised  in 
particular  related  to  the  basic  issue:  what  comes 
in  the  way  of  the  development  of  the  North- 
East?  The  apathy  of  the  central  government,  sheer 
misuse  of  the  central  aid  and  the  local  corruption 
regime?  Is  it  the  lack  of  infrastructure?  Is  it  the 
plain  lethargy  of  the  people  of  the  region,  or  is 
the  underdevelopment  of  the  region  over 
trumpeted?  Compared  to  other  regions  is  NE 
really  poor?  Is  not  the  prosperity  of  the  NE  elite 
cause  of  jealousy  for  others?  The  revival  of  the 
Tribal  Studies  Panel  headed  by  Professor  B.K. 
Roy  Burman  during  the  year  was  noted  in  the 
meeting  and  the  necessity  of  closer  cooperation 
between  the  two  was  underscored.

Publications 

CSSR’s  publication  scheme  is  one  of  its  most 
lopular  schemes.  Under  the  scheme,  it  provides 
ubsidy  to  the  publishers  to  publish  manuscripts 
•  doctoral  dissertations,  research  reports,  book 
nanuscripts,  etc.  after  they  are  duly  evaluated 
or  the  grant.  During  the  year,  I  I  research 
•eports  and  18  doctoral  dissertations  were 
iwarded  publication  subsidy.  The  routine 
publication  of  ICSSR  journal  of  Abstracts  and 
Reviews  in  various  disciplines  continued 
uninterrupted.  Besides,  a  number  of  publications 
were  brought  out,  of  which  some  of  the  notable 
edited  volumes  are  as  follows:  Arun  Bali’s 
Understanding  Graying  People  of  India,  Monoranjan 
Mohanty’  edited  volume  on  Contemporary  Indian 
Political  Theory,  janak  Pandey’s  edited  volume  on 
Psychology  in  India  Revisited,  M.  L.  Sondhi’s 
Terrorism  and  Political  Violence,  Vinod  Mehta’s 
Reforming  Administration  in  India,  and  Surjit  Bhalla’s 
New  Economic  Policy  for  a  New  India. 

The  Ninth  and  Tenth  Plan 

During  the  Ninth  Plan,  the  ICSSR,  besides 
evaluating  itself  critically  and  strengthening  its 
infrastructure,  identified  a  wide  spectrum  of 
research  areas  related  to  social  justice,  national 
integration  and  decentralization  of  power, 
inequality,  income  distribution,  emancipation  of 
vulnerable  groups,  urbanization,  environment  and 
natural  resources,  global  capitalism  in  the  context 
of  reforms  and  its  impact  on  economy  at  the  the 
national  state  civil  society,  Panchayati  Raj 
Institutions,  diaspora  studies,  social  and  religious 
conflicts,  information  technology,  etc.  In  addition, 
the  Ninth  Plan  also  envisaged  ‘Vision  2020’  for 
and  population  basic  needs,  food  security, 
productive  employment,  urbanization,  and 
viability  and  sustainability  of  small  farms  and 
enterprises. 

For  the  Ninth  Plan,  the  ICSSR  projected  a  sum 
of  Rs.  80  crore.  However,  before  the  Plan  could 
start,  the  country  as  a  whole  faced  some  serious 
problems.  There  was  political  instability  and  the 
country  saw  three  general  elections  during  this 
period.  Therefore,  the  Government  also  took 
its  time  to  finalize  the  Ninth  Plan.  At  the  same 
time,  the  ICSSR  also  had  its  share  of  problems 


and  could  achieve  little  of  the  projections  of  the 
Ninth  Plan  during  the  first  three  years. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year  of  the  Plan,  the  ICSSR 
started  its  exercise  for  the  Tenth  Plan.  At  the 
same  time  the  Government  implemented  revised 
payscales  for  the  ICSSR  staff  and  for  the  staff  at 
Research  Institutes.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fourth 
year,  the  Government  approved  enhanced 
fellowship  amounts.  The  salary  structure  of  the 
project  staff  is  also  expected  to  be  revised. 
Therefore,  the  exercise  for  the  Tenth  Plan  has 
been  tailored  on  the  basis  of  revised  payscales. 

SCSSR  Management 

The  ICSSR’s  main  deliberative  body, 
known  as  the  Council,  has  26  members  - 
Chairman,  18  Social  Scientists,  6  representatives 
of  the  Government  of  India  nominated  by  the 
Government  and  a  Member-Secretary  appointed 
by  the  ICSSR  with  the  approval  of  the 
Government  of  India. 

Professor  M.  L.  Sondhi  took  over  as  Chairman 
of  the  Council  from  Prof.  D.  M.  Nanjundappa  on 
14  October  1999  for  a  period  of  three  years.

Inaugural  Function 

Till  recently.  ICSSR  was  functioning  from  its  hired 
premises  at  35  Ferozeshah  Road,  New  Delhi. 
The  Council,  with  assistance  from  Ministry  of 
Human  Resource  Development,  constructed  its 
own  campus  at  Aruna  Asaf  AN  Marg  near 
Jawaharlal  Nehru  University,  New  Delhi. 

This  premises  was  formally  inaugurated  on  1 6 
December  1999  by  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for 


Human  Resource  Development,  Professor  Murli 
Manohar  Joshi.  The  function  was  chaired  by  the 
Chairman,  ICSSR,  Professor  M,  L.  Sondhi. 

Speaking  on  the  occasion,  Professor  joshi 
emphasized  the  role  of  knowledge  in  human  life 
which  has  also  been  scripted  in  Vedas  and 
Upanishads.  He  appealed  to  the  scholars  to  meet 
the  challenges  of  tapping  the  emerging  areas  such 
as  biotechnology,  genetic  engineering, 
biodiversity,  new  material,  micro-machines, 
biomedical  simulation  and  equipment,  space 
research  and  technology  including  permanent 
habitats  in  space,  to  name  a  few.  He  laid  emphasis

on  the  roie  of  information  Technology  as  a  tool 
for  social  science  research  and  its  dissemination. 
While  talking  about  the  delicate  balance  between 
the  State  and  Free  Market,  Professor  Joshi 
admitted  that  WTO  regime  has  not  been 
balanced  in  favour  of  developing  nations  who  are 
trying  to  shake  off  the  centuries  of  stagnation 
caused  by  foreign  rule. 


He  appreciated  the  role  of  social  scientists  such 
as,  Prof.  M.  S.  Gore  and  Prof.  M.  N.  Srinivas,  who 
have  been  closely  associated  with  the  ICSSR,  in 
the  development  and  furtherance  of  social 
science  research  in  this  country. 

Inaugurating  the  campus,  he  dedicated  the  ICSSR 
premises  to  the  renowned  thinker,  Swami 
Vivekananda. 

Professor  M.  L.  Sondhi,  Chairman,  ICSSR  while 
speaking  on  the  occasion  stated  that  the  Council 
is  taking  major  initiatives  in  directing  research 
focusing  on  specific  areas  of  human  development, 
such  as  social  justice,  conflict  resolution, 
disadvantaged  groups,  corruption,  social  effect 
of  communication,  information  technology  and 
international  understanding.  He  appealed  to  the 
Government  to  make  more  funds  available  to 
ICSSR  so  that  it  could  promote  social  science 
research  in  the  emerging  areas  in  an  effective 
manner  through  its  countrywide  network  of 
research  institutes  and  regional  centres.

#  Inviting  new  research  proposals  under  its 
research  projects  and  other  specialized 
research  programmes; 

#  Granting  various  types  of  research 
fellowships,  contingency  grants  to  research 
scholars,  study  grants,  etc.;  and 

<S>  Conducting  seminars,  training  courses  and 
workshops  for  the  benefit  of  young  social 
scientists  in  India. 

The  Council’s  activities  in  all  these  areas  during 
1999-2000  were  as  follows; 

Research  Surveys 

The  Council  initiated  a  scheme  to  survey 
research  done  in  different  social  science  areas  in 
1 969  with  a  view  to  identifying  trends  and  gaps 
in  research,  determining  priorities  and  selecting 
programmes  for  special  promotional  efforts. 

Under  this  continuing  programme,  the  Council 
has  already  brought  out  the  Second  Survey  in 
Economics  and  Political  Science,  Third  Survey  in 
Public  Administration,  Third  Survey  in  Sociology 
and  Social  Anthropology,  Fourth  Survey  in 
Geography  and  in  Psychology  (Volume  I). 
Realizing  the  need  for  such  surveys  more 
frequently,  the  Council  has  decided  to  bring  out 
biennial  surveys  in  the  fields  of  Economics, 
Geography,  Political  Science,  Psychology,  and 
Sociology  and  Social  Anthropology  beginning 
2001. 


Research  Projects 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  187  social 
science  research  proposals  were  under 
consideration,  while  137  fresh 
proposals  were  received  during  the 
year.  Of  the  total  324,  37  were 
sanctioned,  47  rejected  or  recorded  for 
various  reasons  and  240  were  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Completed  Projects 

Year-wise  position  of  research  projects 
sanctioned  since  inception  till  the  year 
1999-2000,  projects  cancelled/ 
withdrawn/closed  and  reports  received 
against  them  till  31  March  2000  is 
furnished  in  Table  2.1. 

During  the  period  i  999-2000,  a  total  of 
57  project  reports  were  received.  Details 
of  these  reports  may  be  seen  in 
Annexure  4.

National  Fellowships 

National  Fellowships  are  offered  by  the  Council 
on  its  own  initiative  to  eminent  social  scientists 
who  have  made  outstanding  contribution  to 
research  in  their  respective  fields,  with  a  view  to 
enable  them  to  continue  their  academic  work. 
There  are  a  total  of  10  National  Fellowships  at 
one  point  of  time.  Out  of  these,  six  are  awarded 
to  social  scientists  who  choose  to  work  on 
themes  of  their  interest  in  the  arena  of  social 
sciences.  The  other  four  National  Fellowships 
are  earmarked  as: 

4  J.P.  Naik  National  Fellowship  for  studies  in 
education: 

4  Jawaharlal  Nehru  National  Fellowship  for 
studies  on  the  ideology  of  Pt.  Nehru; 

4  Dr.  B.R.  Ambedkar  National  Fellowship  for 
studies  on  social  justice;  and 

4  Mahatma  Gandhi  National  Fellowship 
instituted  on  the  1 25th  birth  anniversary  of 
Mahatma  Gandhi. 


The  total  number  of  National 
Fellowships  offered  so  far  is  66. 
However,  56  Fellows  have  been  able  to 
join  the  fellowship  so  far. 


During  the  year  1999-2000,  two 
fellowships  have  been  lying  vacant  and 
eight  are  on  the  verge  of  completion. 


Senior  Fellowships 

Senior  Fellowships  are  awarded  primarily  to 
professional  social  scientists  having  significant 
publications  including  books  and/or  papers  in 
professional  journals  to  their  credit. 


The  Council  has  so  far  awarded  356 
Senior  Fellowships  to  social  scientists, 
social  workers,  civil  servants, 
journalists  and  other  professionals. 


General  Fellowships 

The  post-doctoral  fellowships,  called  General 
Fellowships,  are  awarded  to  young  social 
scientists  who  have  obtained  Ph.D.  degree  and 
are  interested  in  pursuing  research.  The  Council 
has  awarded  184  General  Fellowships  upto  March 
1 999. 


During  the  current  financial  year,  eight 
Senior  Fellowships  and  five  General 
Fellowships  have  been  awarded, 
(see  Table  2.2  for  details. 


Among  the  sponsored  research  programmes  that 
are  in  progress  are  the  ICSSR-ICMR  Panel  on 
Health  and  on  Tribal  Studies. 

As  regards  the  ICSSR-ICMR  Panel  on  Health, 
progress  has  been  rather  slow.  The  meeting  of 
the  Panel  took  place  on  28  February  2000. 

The  Tribal  Studies  Programme  is  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Professor  B.K.  Roy  Burman  .The 
Committee  constituted  for  this  programme 
consists  of  experts  on  various  aspects  of  tribal 
studies.  The  Committee  after  holding  several 
meetings  with  representatives  of  autonomous 
district  Councils,  NGOs,  retired  officials  who 
dealt  with  tribal  issues,  tribal  organizations,  tribal 
youth,  scholars  from  university  departments, 
north-east  students  forum,  etc.,  prepared  a  draft 
executive  report.  This  report  was  circulated 
among  all  members  of  the  Council,  tribal 
institutes,  university  departments  and  research 
institutes  for  their  advice  before  finalizing  the 
report.  Later,  a  national  seminar  on  'Challenges 
of  an  Emerging  Tribal  Scenario  and  the  Responses 
of  the  Indian  State  and  Civil  Society'  was  held  on 
1-2  February  2000  to  discuss  the  report.

The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research  has  initiated  a  journal  entitled  Indian 
Social  Science  Review  published  in  collaboration  with  Sage  Publications  India  Pvt. 
Ltd.  The  journal  aims  to  provide  a  forum  for  the  multi-disciplinary  and  inter¬ 
disciplinary  study  of  contemporary  issues  of  concern  to  India  while  encouraging 
closer  interactions  between  the  social  sciences  and  policy  making.  A  refereed 
journal,  Indian  Social  Science  Review  will  articulate  rigorous  scientific  discussion  on 
diverse  concerns  of  social  science  research  -  from  comparative  research,  innovative 
approaches  and  an  analysis  of  accepted  paradigms  and  their  alternatives,  to  an 
understanding  of  the  numerous  and  complex  social,  political  and  economic  issues 
facing  a  developing  society  such  as  India. 

The  journal  initially  a  biannual  will  seek  to  promote  dialogue  and  discussions  among 
social  scientists  by  publishing  each  issue  containing  research  articles,  notes  and 
book  reviews  and  also  information  about  research  activities.  The  primary  concern 
of  Indian  Social  Science  Review  will  be  with  the  structures  and  processes  of  social, 
economic  and  political  life  of  India,  and  on  the  methodological  foundations  and 
theoretical  implications  of  their  study.  The  journal  will  also  welcome  comparative 
studies,  of  particularly  those  bringing  into  focus  the  experience  of  other  South 
Asian  countries.

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Disaster  Management 

Brainstorming  Session 
The  devastating  cyclone  in  Orissa  has  brought 
about  untold  misery  and  suffering  for  the  people. 
This  had  a  deep  impact  on  the  social  scientists  of 
the  country.  The  ICSSR  as  an  apex  body  of  the 
social  science  research  in  the  country  organized 
a  Brainstorming  Discussion  on  Disaster 
Management  on  12  November  1999  in  the

introductory  remarks  touched  upon  the 
following  issues,  which  set  the  tone  for 
discussion: 


the  discussion.  Some  of  the  issues  taken  up  for 
discussion  were:  importance  of  disaster 
management,  social,  economic,  psychological, 
health  dimensions,  rehabilitation,  and 
communication.

Orissa  Cyclone 

About  80  persons  from  various  NGOs/ 
universities  and  most  of  the  ICSSR’s  own  scholars 
and  staff  attended.  Orissa  Forum  members, 
people  involved  in  Orissa  relief  work  and  the 
media  were  also  present.  The  new  Chairman 
Prof.  M.L.  Sondhi  presided  over  the  event.  He 
said  that  the  ICSSR  would  be  receptive  to  any 
proposals  from  the  group  for  innovative 


strategies  to  marshal  resources  for  relief  and 
rehabilitation  to  help  the  disaster  stricken  victims 
and  ‘bring  back  hope  to  the  people  of  Orissa’. 

Y.  S.  Rajan,  space  scientist,  formerly  of  ISRO,  was 
a  special  invitee.  He  spoke  on  disaster  preventive 
systems  and  on  the  probability  of  disasters  hitting 
the  same  areas  again,  of  simulating  models  and 
on  the  inefficiency  of  hurriedly  carried  out  relief 
measures. 

Kamal  N.  Kabra  of  the  IIPA  suggested  the  group 
split  into  working  groups  independent  of 
government  systems,  which  harbour  powerful 
vested  interests  and  political  preferences. 

Kamla  Prasad  described  coping  strategies 
developed  in  Bihar  with  specific  reference  to  the 
difference  in  flood  management  in  Patna  between 
1975  and  1 976,  mainly  due  to  careful  mapping  of 
vulnerable  areas. 

Shri  Arun  P.  Bali  of  ICSSR  asked  participants  to 
focus  on  community  disaster  management 
systems,  pre  and  post  disaster  measures, 
networking  with  relevant  international  agencies, 
and  coordination  between  civil,  paramilitary  and 
armed  forces. 

Vijay  Das  (of  TOI)  said  that  disaster  had  struck 
much  before  the  cyclone  happened  -  in  the 
political  system  and  administrative  structure, 
leading  to  a  total  collapse  of  the  state  machinery. 

The  Meteorology  Department  (Telegraph)  was 
quoted  as  saying  that  the  cyclone  had  ‘behaved 
precisely  in  the  predicted  manner’,  (So  why  hadn’t 
the  state  been  pre-warned?). 

Ranajit  Roy  Chowdhry  (National  Institute  of 
Immunology  and  WHO)  said  one  must  not  be 
panicked  into  mass  immunization.  The  present 
need  was  for  disease  monitoring  and  nutritional 
support,  particularly  for  infants. 

Prodipto  Roy  of  the  Council  for  Social 
Development  hoped  the  discussion  would  raise 
hypotheses  that  could  be  tested  in  future 
research. 

S.  B.  Mohapatra,  Commerce  Secretary,  GOI 
(Orissa)  stated  that  ‘the  fact  remains  that  nobody 
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had  anticipated  the  magnitude  of  this  cyclone’. 
In  his  assessment,  Rs.  1 0- 1 2,000  crore  would  be 
needed  to  restore  minimal  infrastructure,  plus 
Rs.  6-7000  crore  for  housing,  possibly  with 
World  Bank  loans, 

Bishwajit  Das  of  JMI  said  there  was  need  to  talk 
about  policy  and  the  law.  There  was  no 
transparency  in  government  spending.  One  could 
not  however  undermine  government's  role 
completely  but  in  Orissa  the  state  was  completely 
bankrupt. 

Bidyut  Mohanty  of  Institute  of  Social  Sciences 
gave  some  basic  data  on  Jagatsinghpur  district. 
As  in  Uttarkashi,  relief  supplies  were  being 
dumped  at  road  heads  and  would  never  reach 
the  people  in  remote  areas.  People  were 
expecting  the  army/NGOs  to  remove  the  dead 
bodies  of  their  kin,  something  they  should  have 
done  themselves. 


Saradindu  Mukherjee  said  that  administrations 
don’t  bother  about  common  people  and  both 
government  and  academics  have  to  be  more 
sensitive. 

Pandav  Nayak  advocated  approaches  at  three 
levels  -  the  ground  realities  of  relief  delivery, 
finding  out  about  the  agencies/measures  that 
were  achieving  something  in  the  field,  dropping 
issues  that  were  being  addressed. 

Vinod  K.  Das  of  Centre  for  Media  Studies,  said 
his  organizations  was  monitoring  flow  of  aid  and 
hindrance  factors,  interventions  of  administrative 
levels,  government's  immediate  reaction  system, 
and  what  to  do  for  the  next  rabi  crop. 

Prakash  Nanda  of  Times  of  India  castigated  the 
state  administration  for  its  failure  to  respond  to 
the  emergency  which  was  well  predicted  4  days 
ahead. 


R.B.  Singh  of  Delhi  University  outlined  a  research 
agenda  for  social  scientists  and  said  it  was 
important  to  enhance  community  capabilities  in 
coping  with  disaster, 

Bishnu  Mohapatra  of  JNU  wanted  a  critical 
evaluation  of  the  relief  work  being  undertaken 
by  both  government  and  NGOs. 

Prof.  George  of  HIPA  said  it  was  too  soon  to  do 
a  post-mortem  of  disaster  management  by  public 
service  providers.  He  said  that  we  were  risk 
avertors,  the  inhabitants  of  disaster-prone  areas 
were  risk-takers. 


ICSSR  Chairman,  Prof.  M.  L.  Sondhi  thanked  the 
participants  for  their  suggestions  and  said  his 
organization  would  set  in  motion  a  cooperative 
process  in  developing  a  new  agenda  for  studies 
on  disaster  management. 

Lecture  by  Dr.  Karan  Singh  on  'Social 
Science  and  the  Snterfaith  Movement' 

The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research 
(ICSSR),  New  Delhi  organized  a  lecture-cum- 
discussion  by  Dr.  Karan  Singh,  a  noted  Indologist, 
former  Sadr-I-Riyasat  (1952-65)  and  a  devout 
nationalist,  on  ‘Social  Science  and  the  Interfaith 
Movement’  on  29  November  1999  in  the 
Conference  Hall  of  the  ICSSR. 

Dr.  (Mrs.)  R.  Barman  Chandra,  Member 
Secretary  (l/C),  ICSSR  introduced  the  works  and 
achievements  of  Dr.  Karan  Singh  and  also 
suggested  that  ICSSR  associate  with  Dr.  Karan 
Singh  on  some  collaborative  research  projects. 

In  his  welcome  address.  Professor  M.L.  Sondhi, 
Chairman,  ICSSR  underlined  his  long  association 
with  Dr.  Karan  Singh. 

In  his  lecture,  Dr.  Karan  Singh  delved  mainly  on 
the  issues  of  Interfaith  Movement  which  started 
at  the  first  Parliament  of  Religions  in  Chicago  in 
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1893,  where  several  hundred  leaders,  scholars, 
theologians  and  other  representatives  of  world’s 
religions  came  together  to  ponder  the  place  of 
faith  and  spirituality  in  the  modern  world.  As  the 
deliberate  formal  encounter  of  many  religions, 
East  and  West,  this  unprecedented  gathering 
marked  the  beginning  of  modern  inter-religious 
dialogue. 


Dr.  Singh  summed  up  his  lecture  by  calling  upon 
the  social  scientists  to  make  the  interfaith 
movement  a  part  of  the  curricular. 

The  participants,  including  researchers, 
academicians  and  planners  from  universities/ 
institutes,  took  active  part  in  the  discussion  that 
followed  the  lecture. 


Dr.  Singh  further  stated  that  this  tradition  was 
reborn  in  1993  as  more  than  seven  thousand 
people  from  a  wide  spectrum  of  the  world's 
religions  and  spiritual  communities  gathered  again 
in  Chicago,  They  explored  issues  of  religious  and 
spiritual  identity,  engaged  in  thoughtful  dialogue 
with  persons  of  other  traditions  and  cultures, 
and  searched  for  effective  ways  of  bringing  the 
attention,  energy  and  influence  of  religion  and 
spirituality  to  bear  on  the  critical  issues 
confronting  the  planetary  community. 

Towards  a  global  ethic,  Dr.  Singh  underlined  the 
need  for  four  vital  commitments  to  culture  of  - 

❖  non-violence  and  respect  for  life, 

4-  solidarity  and  a  just  economic  order, 

4>  tolerance  and  a  life  of  truthfulness, 

♦  equal  rights  and  partnership  between  men 
and  women. 


Memorial  Meeting: 

Professor  ML  N.  Srinivas 

The  ICSSR  together  with  the  India  International 
Centre  organized  a  Memorial  Meeting  on  7 
December  1999  at  the  Dr.  C.D.  Deshmukh 
Auditorium,  IIC,  New  Delhi  to  pay  homage  to 
Professor  M.  N.  Srinivas,  an  eminent  sociologist 
and  social  anthropologist. 

Tribute  to  Professor  MLN.  Srinivas 

Professor  M.L.  Sondhi,  Chairman  welcomed  all 
those  who  had  joined  the  Indian  Council  of  Social 
Science  Research,  New  Delhi  and  the  India 
International  Centre,  New  Delhi  to  pay  homage 
to  Professor  M.  N.  Srinivas. 

On  behalf  of  the  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science 
Research,  he  said  that  they  were  greatly  moved 
by  the  fact  that  so  many  people  had  sent  messages 
from  all  over  the  country,  including  our  Prime 
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Minister,  to  pay  tribute  to  Professor  M.N. 
Srinivas. 

professor  Sondhi  confessed  to  being  an  ardent 
admirer  of  Prof.  Srinivas  and  his  scholarly  works, 
and  of  the  scholarly  insights  he  brought  to  bear 
on  social  issues  of  topical  interest.  His  thesis  on 
Sanskritization,  the  concept  of  dominant  caste, 
vertical  and  horizontal  solidarity,  has  been 
especially  influential  in  social  science  research. 
Describing  Prof.  Srinivas’s  book  Religion  and 
Society  among  the  Coorgs  in  South  India  as  a 
landmark  >n  the  development  of  modern 
Sociology  and  Social  Anthropology  in  India,  Prof. 
Sondhi  said  that  anyone  trying  to  study  Indian 
society  and  the  dynamic  processes  of  social 
change  could  not  avoid  Prof.  Srinivas. 

Prof.  Sondhi  recalled  the  great  role  Prof.  Srinivas 
played  in  the  working  of  the  Council  and  gave 
shape  to  its  several  academic  programmes  and 
activities  serving  as  member  of  the  Research 
Committee,  Council,  Advisory  Committees,  and 
a  National  Fellow  from  1971  to  1974. 

Speaking  for  the  ICSSR,  Prof.  Sondhi  solicited  the 
cooperation  of  all  present  so  that  they  could 
evolve  a  practical,  realistic  blueprint  for  working 
towards  an  enduring  expression  of  Prof.  Srinivas’s 
stress  on  participant  observation  as  the  main 
method  of  sociological  inquiry.  He  said  that  the 
ICSSR  would  join  with  concerned  scholars  and 
representatives  of  all  social  sciences  to  foster 
the  tradition  of  fieldwork  and  give  credibility  and 
substance  to  the  moral  legacy  of  Prof.  Srinivas. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  several  social 
scientists,  teachers  and  students  belonging  to 
different  universities,  research  institutions  and 
colleges  in  Delhi  and  by  the  staff  of  the  ICSSR. 
All  the  speakers  including  Mr.  N.N.  Vohra  spoke 
at  length  on  several  aspects  of  the  multifaceted 
personality  of  Professor  Srinivas.  Professor 
Srinivas  was  undoubtedly  an  outstanding  social 
scientist  of  our  times.  In  his  passing  away,  the 
ICSSR  and  its  extended  family  of  27  Research 
Institutes  has  lost  a  founding  father,  an  eminent 
social  scientist  and  scholar.  The  Council  and  the 
fraternity  of  social  scientists  will  surely  miss  him 
as  we  step  into  the  new  millennium  trying  to  work 


out  a  new  agenda  of  research  for  the  social 
sciences.  We  deeply  mourn  his  death. 

Tribal  Studies  Seminar 

The  Tribal  Studies  Committee,  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  eminent  Anthropologist  Prof. 
B.  K.  Roy  Burman,  prepared  a  Draft  Report  on 
the  tribal  situation  in  India,  after  intensive 
consultations  with  non-governmental 
organizations,  tribal  youth,  officials  of  the 
government  departments  connected  with  tribal 
issues,  academic  representatives  of  District 
Councils,  etc.  The  Committee  also  scrutinized 
secondary  sources  such  as  reports  of  the  projects 
funded  by  the  ICSSR,  tribal  institutes,  Ph.D. 
theses,  journals  etc.  The  Draft  Report  was 
circulated  for  comment  to  a  large  number  of 
people  cutting  across  academics,  government 
departments,  functionaries  and  others. 
Unfortunately,  the  response  was  not 
encouraging.  In  order  to  elicit  the  views/ 
comments  on  the  Report,  it  was  decided  to  hold 
a  two-day  seminar  inviting  all  concerned  with  the 
theme. 

Consequently,  the  Council  organized  a  seminar 
on  ‘Emerging  Tribal  Scenario  and  Response  of 
Indian  State  and  Civil  Society’  under  its  Tribal 
Studies  Programme  on  I  and  2  February  2000. 
The  Seminar  was  inaugurated  by  Shri  K.A. 
Sangtam,  Member  of  Parliament.  Prof.  B.K,  Roy 
Burman,  Chairman,  Tribal  Studies  Committee 
gave  the  Keynote  Address,  Prof.  M.  L.  Sondhi, 
Chairman,  ICSSR  gave  the  Presidential  Address 
and  Prof.  R.K.  Jain,  Member-Secretary,  Trbal 
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Studies  Committee  presented  a  Vote  of  Thanks. 

More  than  IQO  delegates  participated  from  all 
over  the  country,  representing  tribal  population, 
tribal  research  institutes,  academics,  policy 
makers,  planners,  etc.  The  broad  aim  of  the 
seminar  was  to  discuss  the  Draft  Report  and 
invite  comments  or  views  of  the  participants  so 
that  these  could  be  incorporated  in  the  final 
repon.  To  facilitate  participation  by  the  delegates, 
three  working  groups  were  constituted:

Terrorism:  The  Bangladesh  Connection 
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Professor  Paul  Wilkinson,  School  of  History  and 
International  Relations,  University  of  St.  Andrews, 
Fife,  Scotland,  U.K.,  an  international  authority  on 
terrorism  was  an  important  participant.  ICSSR 
invited  Prof  Wilkinson  for  a  week-long  stay  under 
the  “Visit  of  Distinguished  Scholars”  scheme,  not 
only  to  make  him  participate  in  the  seminar  but 
also  to  interact  with  select  security  community 
of  India.  The  ICSSR,  therefore,  organized  a 
conference  on  Aviation  Security,  in  collaboration 
with  the  Ministry  of  Civil  Aviation  on  4  March 
2000  where  he  delivered  the  keynote  address. 
The  conference  was  held  at  the  Rajiv  Gandhi 
Bhawan,  New  Delhi,  and  chaired  by  Professor 
Chaman  Lai  Gupta,  Union  Minister  of  State  for 
Civil  Aviation.  On  5  March,  another  meeting  was 
organized  in  the  Conference  Hall  of  the  ICSSR 
in  which  the  problem  of  terrorism  in  Jammu  and 
Kashmir  was  discussed.  Besides  Prof.  Wilkinson 
and  other  security  experts,  Shri  J.  N.  Saxena,  th° 
Governor  of  j  &  K,  also  participated. 


Following  the  seminar  on  'Terrorism:  An 
Unending  Malaise’,  a  short  trailer  volume 
containing  some  papers  presented  at  the  seminar 
was  brought  out.  The  volume  is  entitled  Political 
Violence  and  Terrorism:  A  Source  Book.  A  complete 
set  of  papers  would  be  published  in  due  course. 

First  Pandit  Govind  Baltabb  Pant 
Memorial  Lecture 

The  ICSSR  has  instituted  an  Annual  Memorial 
Lecture  in  the  name  of  Pandit  Govind  Ballabh 
Pant,  whose  contribution  to  the  nation  building 
process  has  been  priceless.  His  thoughts  and 
ideas  are  still  a  great  source  of  inspiration  to 
academics. 

The  First  Govind  Ballabh  Pant  Memorial  Lecture, 
was  delivered  by  Shri  Jagmohan,  Hon'ble  Union 
Minister  for  Urban  Development,  on  25  March 
2000  at  the  India  International  Centre,  New 
Delhi.  The  theme  of  the  lecture  was  ‘Challenges 
of  Providing  Good  Governance  in  India’. 

Shri  K.C.  Pant,  Hon’ble  Deputy  Chairman, 
Planning  Commission  was  the  Guest  of  Honour. 

Symposium  on  Administrative 
Reforms 

The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research 
organized  a  Symposium  on  3  January  2000  on 
‘Administrative  Reforms’  to  highlight  the  need 
for  long  overdue  reforms  in  the 
country’s  administration. 

The  need  for  such  reform  has  been  talked  about 
sporadically  but  not  seriously  enough,  till  it 
became  unavoidable,  as  in  the  case  of  economic 
reforms  in  1991.  The  economic  reforms  were 
introduced  after  the  economy  came  under  severe 
strain;  they  initially  invited  considerable 
opposition  from  almost  all  political  parties  and 
entrenched  vested  interests.  After  a  decade, 
majority  of  the  people  as  also  political  parties 
have  come  to  accept  that  the  process  of 
economic  reforms  is  irreversible  and  must 
continue  for  the  betterment  of  the  economy. 

However,  while  the  economic  reforms  have 
taken  off,  nobody  was  openly  talking  about 


administrative  reforms.  A  situation  has  now  been 
reached  where,  like  the  economic  reforms,  the 
administrative  reforms  have  also  become 
unavoidable.  The  Fifth  Pay  Commission  seriously 
considered  this  question,  but  when  it  came  to 
implementation  the  government  of  the  day  opted 
for  the  populist  recommendations  relating  to 
payscales  of  government  employees  but  totally 
ignored  the  recommendations  relating  to 
administrative  reforms.  Even  subsequent 
governments  were  not  able  to  muster  enough 
courage  to  start  the  process  of  reforms  in 
administration  as  suggested  by  the  Pay 
Commission. 

With  the  steady  pace  of  economic  reforms  and 
no  corresponding  reforms  in  administration,  a 
kind  of  incongruence  has  developed,  acting  as  a 
speedbreaker  to  economic  reforms. 

The  ICSSR  decided  to  take  the  lead  and  initiate  a 
debate  on  the  need  for  administrative  reforms 
in  this  country.  It  was  also  felt  that  this  debate 
should  not  remain  a  dialogue  among  only 
bureaucrats  but  that  other  interest  groups  like 
social  scientists,  media  personalities  and  others 
must  be  involved.  With  this  view,  the  ICSSR 
hosted  this  symposium.  The  response  to  the 
symposium  was  overwhelming. 

Arun  Shourie,  Minister  of  State  for  Planning  and 
Programme  Implementation,  M.K.  Kaw, 
Secretary,  Department  of  Education  (who  was 
associated  with  the  Fifth  Pay  Commission)  also 
participated  in  the  symposium. 

The  proceedings  have  been  published  in  the  form 
of  a  book.  The  book  carries  transcriptions  of 
the  discussions  as  well  as  papers,  which  touch 
upon  various  important  issues  relating  to 
administrative  reforms.  The  relevant  portions 
from  the  Report  of  the  Fifth  Pay  Commission 
dealing  with  administrative  reforms  have  also 
been  reproduced  to  make  it  a  handy  reference 
book.  Policy  makers,  political  leaders  and  people 
interested  in  administrative  reforms  will  find  the 
volume  useful. 


Quincy  Wright  Memorial  Seminar  on 
Democracy,  Development  and  Foreign 
Policy:  Perspectives  of  India  and  USA 

The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research 
organized  the  Quincy  Wright  Memorial  Seminar 
on  Democracy,  Development  and  Foreign  Policy: 
Perspectives  of  India  and  USA,  on  2 1  March  2000 
on  the  occasion  of  President  Bill  Clinton’s  visit 
to  India.

The  seminar  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of 
social  scientists,  especially  experts  in  the  field  of 
foreign  policy,  political  processes,  international 
economics,  public  health  and  education  including 
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of  women.  The  debate  particularly  focused  on 
developmental  issues  of  mutual  concern. 

Professor  ML.  Sondhi,  Chairman  of  the  ICSSR, 
in  his  opening  remarks  highlighted  the  need  for 
greater  interaction  among  the  social  scientists 
of  both  countries  and  hoped  that  the  visit  of  Bill 
Clinton  would  usher  in  a  new  vista  of 
relationships  in  the  areas  of  academic  exchanges 
including  science  and  technology. 

Managing  Economies  in  the  Global  Era: 
Perspectives  of  India  and  China 

The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research 
and  the  Chinese  Academy  of  Social  Sciences 
(Beijing)  organized  a  joint  seminar  on  Managing 
Economies  in  the  Global  Era:  Perspectives  of  India 
and  China  in  New  Delhi  on  22-23  March  2000. 

Six  Chinese  participants  headed  by  Professor 
Wang  Tongsan,  Director,  Institute  of 
Quantitative  Economics  and  Technical 
Economics  of  the  Chinese  Academy  of  Social 
Sciences  and  about  30  Indian  scholars 
participated  in  the  seminar.  There  were  five 
papers  from  China  and  six  papers  from  India. 


The  major  issues  addressed  in  the  two-day 
seminar  were  external  economic  policies  in  the 
context  of  existing  international  agreements  on 
trade  and  capital  flows,  how  to  protect  our 
economies  against  the  volatility  of  external  capital 
flows,  what  kind  of  role  do  India  and  China 
perceive  in  their  respective  development,  and 
pro-active  role  of  international  funding  agencies 
in  shaping  domestic  policies.  The  other  concerns 
of  the  seminar  were  institutional  arrangements 
to  develop  access  to  technology  and  social 
security. 

Professor  M.  L.  Sondhi,  Chairman  of  the  Indian 
Council  of  Social  Science  Research  welcomed  the 
distinguished  participants  and  said  that  both  India 
and  China  being  the  world's  two  most  populous 
countries,  with  unique  civilizational  and  cultural 
heritage,  ought  to  engage  in  continuous  dialogue 
on  economic  prospects  in  a  peaceful  world  order 
in  the  new  millennium.  Dr.  R.  Barman  Chandra, 
Member-Secretary  and  Dr.  K.  N.  jehangir, 
Deputy  Director  were  the  conveners  from  the 
Indian  side  and  Prof.  Wang  Tongsan  from  the 
Chinese  side.

NASSDOC  provides  library  and 
information  support  to  the  social  science 
community.  This  activity  is  equivalent  to  what 
logistics  is  for  defence  and  industry.  For 
optimizing  the  results  of  research  funding  and 
research  promotional  activities,  such  a  service  is 
an  absolute  necessity.  In  fact,  documentation, 
data  archival  facilities  and  dissemination  of 
information  through  publications  are  the  life 
support  systems  for  a  viable  intellectual  outfit  in 
any  country. 


The  National  Social  Science 
Documentation  Centre  (NASSDOC) 
provides  regular  services  like  reference 
service,  electronic  databases,  literature 
search  including  bibliography 
compilation,  documents  delivery  and 
referral  services  co  the  social  scientists. 


A  small  but  rich  library,  NASSDOC  has  research 
reports  supported  by  ICSSR  and  other  funding 
agencies  and  copies  of  doctoral  theses  in  social 
sciences  approved  by  Indian  Universities.  The 
details  of  its  activities  during  1999-2000  are  as 
follows: 

Reading  Room 

The  reading  room  of  NASSDOC  is  kept  open 
from  9  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  on  all  days  from  Monday 
to  Saturday  except  on  Gazetted  Holidays. 

A  total  number  of  2,695  research  scholars  visited 
the  library  and  consulted  45,465  documents 
including  theses,  research  reports,  books  and 
periodicals.  About  1 3,400  references  queries  of 
scholars  have  been  answered  during  the  period 
under  review. 

Visit  by  Library  and  Information 
Science  Students  to  NASSDOC 

The  activities  of  NASSDOC  are  included  in  the 
syllabus  of  most  of  the  library  schools  in  Indian 
universities  at  Bachelor  and  Master  degree  level 
courses.  In  their  study  tour  programme,  Library 
and  Information  Science  Students  from  the

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Monitoring  of  the  progress  of  research  in 
social  science  is  as  important  as  the  research 
itself.  Having  realized  this  basic  reality,  the  ICSSR 
has  undertaken  the  task  of  surveying 
developments  in  the  various  fields  of  social 
sciences  in  right  earnest  through  its  programme 
of  survey  of  research.  Over  the  years  it  has 
become  one  of  ICSSR’s  major  activities.  In  the 
process  those  areas  that  deserve  more  attention, 
the  so-called  neglected  segments,  are  identified 
and  efforts  are  made  to  fill  the  gaps  by  sponsoring 
specific  types  of  research.  The  disciplines  that 
have  been  covered  under  the  Research  Survey 
programme  are  Economics,  Political  Science, 
Psychology,  Public  Administration  and  Sociology 
and  Social  Anthropology.  It  is  logical  to  think  that 
the  surveys  so  produced  must  be  meant  for  a 
wider  public,  which  justifies  their  publication  on 
a  regular  basis.  All  the  surveys  have  been 
published  by  the  ICSSR  either  on  its  own  or 
through  commercial  publishers.  But  the  mandate 
of  the  ICSSR's  publication  scheme  does  not  end 
there.  It  has  a  multifaceted  promotional  motive. 
No  wonder  then  that  it  has  emerged  as  one  of 
ICSSR’s  most  popular  schemes.  Under  the 
scheme,  it  provides  subsidy  to  publishers  to 
publish  manuscripts  -  doctoral  dissertations, 
research  reports,  book  manuscripts,  etc.-after 
duly  evaluating  them.  The  details  of  the  activities 
under  the  Research  Survey  and  Publications  are 
as  follows. 

Research  Survey  and  Publication 

Publication  has  an  important  role  to  play  in  the 
promotion  of  research  activities  in  that  it  gives 
shape  to  the  findings  of  important  social  science 
research  themes.  The  council  has  an  extensive 
programme  of  publications. 

The  publications  programme  has  an  important 
role  among  the  activities  of  the  council,  as 
dissemination  of  research  findings  further 
promotes  research  in  social  sciences. 

It  has  launched  the  half-yearly  journal  of  Abstracts 
and  Reviews  in  the  discipline  of  Economics, 


Geography,  Psychology,  Political  Science,  Public 
Administration  and  Sociology  and  Social 
Anthropology. 

The  Research  Survey  Programme  was  initiated 
in  the  early  -  1970  -  develop  the  programme 
according  to  its  priorities  and  to  use  its  findings 
to  identify  themes  for  seminars  and  further 
research.  Keeping  in  view  the  importance  of  the 
Research  Survey  Programme,  the  Council  has 
recently  reviewed  it  and  decided  to  bring  out 
biennial  issues  initially  in  the  disciplines  of 
Economics,  Geography,  Psychology,  Political 
Science,  and  Sociology  and  Social  Anthropology. 

In  addition,  financial  assistance  is  also  provided 
to  professional  organizations  of  social  scientists 
for  maintenance  and  development  and/or  for 
running  their  academic  journals. 

The  Council  also  provides  grants  for  publication 
of  research  documents  whose  social  science 
content  is  high.  Not  only  senior  social  scientists 
by  younger  ones  like  fresh  Ph.D.  holders  are  also 
being  encouraged  to  get  reports  with  qualitative 
findings  published. 

While  production  of  goods  has  its  own 
importance,  its  adequate  marketing  is  even  more 
important.  Similarly,  the  published  research  work 
needs  adequate  dissemination.  The  Council  takes 
continuous  steps  through  distribution  of 
complimentary  copies  of  the  quarterly  ICSSR 
Newsletter  and  the  Annual  Report  to  the 
libraries  of  academic  institution  all  over  the 
country.  It  also  participates  in  National  and 
International  book  fairs/exhibitions.  A  sales 
counter  functions  at  the  Council’s  library/ 
Documentation  Centre  at  35  Ferozeshah  Road, 
New  Delhi,  for  sale  of  priced  publications  and 
for  distribution  of  non-priced  publications  such 
at  Newsletter,  Annual  Report  and  brochures  of 
different  programmes. 

The  ICSSR  continued  to  publish/assist  journals 
containing  abstracts  of  research  papers  and 
reviews  of  important  books  published  in  different 
social  science  disciplines: 
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ICSSR  Newsletter 

The  Council  continued  to  publish  the  quarterly 
ICSSR  Newsletter  which  gives  an  account  of  the 
Council’s  major  programmes  and  activities. 
Efforts  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  Newsletter 
by  including  essential  research  information  from 
other  research  institutes/organizations  were 
continued.  During  the  year  under  review.  Vols 
29,  No.  4,  January-March  1999,  Vol.  30  No.  I 
April-June  1999,  Vol.  30  No.  2  July-September 
1999  were  published. 

Besides,  a  grant-in-aid  for  the  year  1999-2000 
was  sanctioned  to  the  Indian  Institute  of 
Management,  Ahmedabad  for  inclusion  of  the 


abstracts  and  reviews  in  the  field  of  Management 
in  their  journal  entitled,  Vikalpa.

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1CSSR  Data  Archives  has  been  actively 
pursuing  a  number  of  programmes  to  help  social 
scientists.  These  include  developing  a  repository 
of  research  relevant  data,  providing  guidance  and 
consultancy  services  in  data  processing  to 
scholars,  compilation  of  national  register  of  social 
scientists  in  India,  setting  up  of  network  of  data 
banks  and  sponsoring  training  courses  in 
research  methodology  and  computer  application. 


Data  Repository 

With  a  view  to  facilitate  exchange  of  data 
among  scholars  and  institutions,  a 
repository  of  quantitative  data  is  being 
developed  in  machine  readable  form 
generated  through  research  projects 
sponsored  by  the  ICSSR  and  statistical 
data  organized  by  governmental  agencies. 

Data  sets  having  reuse  potential  and 
supported  by  relevant  documents  are 
acquired.  The  potential  of  data  sets  is 
assessed  in  terms  of  their  topicality  and 
information  regarding  unit  of  observation, 
geographical  coverage,  sample  size, 
storage  media  and  availability  of  relevant 
documents  like  copy  of  the  research 
instrument  used  for  data  collection  and 
matching  code  book(s)  etc.  Acquired  data 
sets  are  processed  and  documented 
before  they  are  made  accessible  to 
scholars  for  secondary  analysis. 

During  the  period  under  review,  80 
project  directors  who  had  completed 
their  projects  were  contacted  to  collect 
the  relevant  information.  Negotiations  for 
acquisition  were  on  with  53  project 
directors. 


Network  of  Socio-Economic  Data 
Banks 

The  ICSSR  has  taken  a  major  initiative  to  facilitate 
access  to  a  large  body  of  data  collected  on  regular 
basis.  With  this  end  in  view,  ICSSR  is  trying  to 
set  up  a  network  of  socio-economic  data  banks 
with  the  involvement  of  ICSSR-supported 
research  institutes  and  major  data  gathering 
agencies.  As  mentioned  earlier,  the  ICSSR  had 
commissioned  review  papers  on  various  sectors 
to  take  stock  of  the  available  data.  The  paper 
writers  were  to  revise  their  papers  in  the  light 
of  discussions  and  recommendations  made  in  the 
National  Seminar.  These  papers  were  to  be 
published  as  ICSSR  publication  after  revision. 
During  the  year  the  editorial  committee 
comprising  Dr.  C.P.  Chandrasekhar  and  Dr.  J.V.G. 
Tilak  met  and  discussed  the  modalities  of  editing 
the  volume.  The  revised  papers  have  been  edited 
and  are  soon  to  be  brought  out  as  an  ICSSR 
publication. 

To  facilitate  the  setting  up  of  a  network  of  data 
banks,  1 2  task  forces  each  related  to  an  important 
body  of  socio-economic  data,  have  been  formed. 
During  the  period,  meetings  of  two  task  forces 
were  held.  The  task  force  on  Education 
comprising  Prof.  J.V.G.  Tilak,  Prof.  P.R. 
Panchmukhi  and  representatives  of  the 
Department  of  Education,  NSSO  and  NCERT 
met  twice  to  discuss  the  various  issues  such  as 
identification  of  data  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
bank,  the  institute  where  it  could  be  located,  and 
financial  implications.  The  task  force  on 
Population,  Demography  and  Employment  - 
comprising  Prof.  Pravin  Visaria,  Prof.  M.K.  Premi, 
Dr.  P.  N.  Maribhat  and  representatives  of  the 
Registrar  General  and  NSSO  -  met  and  discussed 
the  issues  involved  in  implementation  of  this 
scheme.  The  task  force  on  Education  has 
recommended  Centre  for  Multi  Disciplinary 
Research,  Dharwad  for  setting  up  the  data  bank. 
A  proposal  in  this  regard  has  also  been  received. 
The  task  force  on  Population  and  Employment 
has  identified  Institute  of  Economic  Growth, 
Delhi.  Accordingly,  proposals  were  received 
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from  the  respective  institutes,  which  after 
evaluation  in  the  secretariat  are  being  actively 
considered  for  setting  up  of  the  data  banks. 

National  Register  of  Social 
Scientists  in  India 

The  Data  Archives  has  been  maintaining  National 
Register  of  Social  Scientists  in  India  as  a 
computerized  database.  This  database  contains 
information  on  academic  background,  research 
interests  and  research  publications  of  scholars 
engaged  in  teaching  and/or  research  in  various 
social  science  disciplines.  A  structured  proforma 
is  used  for  collection  of  this  information.  Scholars 
are  approached  through  their  respective 
institutes.  The  collected  information  is  edited  and 
added  to  the  computerized  database  on  a  regular 
basis.  This  database  has  information  of  over  5,000 
scholars.  The  ICSSR  has  taken  a  decision  to  make 
this  information  available  through  Internet  by 
creating  a  website.  Efforts  in  this  direction  have 
already  been  initiated. 

Guidance  and  Consultancy  Services 
in  Data  Processing 

The  scheme  of  Guidance  and  Consultancy 
Services  in  Data  Processing  extends  help  to  social 
science  researchers  to  tackle  their  data 
processing  problems.  These  included  formulation 
of  research  problems,  sampling  design, 
construction  of  research  tools  for  data  collection, 
devising  code  book,  analysis  plan  and  statistical 
analysis  of  data,  by  using  computers. 

Besides  the  Data  Archives,  1 1  other  research 
institutes  located  in  different  parts  of  the  country, 
are  extending  these  facilities.  Realizing  the 
usefulness  of  this  scheme,  it  was  proposed  to 
cover  the  North-East  region  and  accordingly, 
Omeo  Kumar  Das  Institute  of  Social  Change  and 
Development,  Guwahati,  was  approached.  The 
institute  has  shown  willingness  to  participate  in 
this  scheme. 


During  the  year,  30  scholars  availed  of  services 
offered  under  the  scheme.  Many  of  the  scholars 
visited  the  centres  more  than  once  to  complete 
their  research  work,  (see  Appendix  1 0  for  a  list 
of  the  institutes  participating  in  this  programme 
and  Appendix- 1 1  for  a  list  of  scholars  who  have 
availed  of  these  facilities  during  the  year.) 

Training  Courses 

The  ICSSR  sponsors  training  courses  in  Research 
Methodology  and  Computer  Applications  to 
upgrade  the  research  skills  of  young  researchers. 
These  training  courses  are  organized  in  different 
parts  of  the  country  by  premier  research 
institutes  and  university/college  departments  with 
financial  support  of  the  ICSSR.  During  the  year, 
the  ICSSR  sponsored  10  such  training  courses. 

Seminars  and  Conferences 

The  ICSSR  provides  partial  financial  assistance 
to  research  institutes  and  college/university 
departments  for  organizing  seminars  and 
conferences  in  different  disciplines  of  social 
sciences.  During  the  year,  90  seminars/ 
conferences  were  held. 
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Computer  Facilities 

One  of  the  important  functions  of  the  Data 
Archives  is  to  provide  computer-aided  services 
to  the  community  of  social  science  researchers. 
The  Data  Archives  has  a  number  of  computers 
for  the  interested  researchers  to  analyze  the 
data.  A  software  package,  SPSS/PC+,  is  available 
for  statistical  analysis  of  data. 

These  computing  facilities  are  available  to  social 
sciences  researchers  and  academic  institutes  at 
a  nominal  charge  of  Rs.  300  per  hour  of 
computer  use.

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International  Collaboration  Programme  of 
the  ICSSR  is  almost  as  old  as  the  ICSSR  itself. 
The  importance  that  the  Council  attaches  to  the 
world  outside  was  underscored  in  its  very 
formative  years  when  it  invited  such  eminent 
social  scientists  from  the  United  States  as 
Pendleton  Herring.  Andrew  Shonfield  and  A.  B. 
Cherns  in  1972  for  a  mutual  exchange  of  ideas. 
Subsequently,  the  programme  grew  by  leaps  and 
bounds  and  is  now  one  of  the  most  important 
activities  of  the  ICSSR.  Considering  the  success 
of  the  programme,  the  Government  of  India  has 
chosen  the  Council  as  the  nodal  agency  for  all 
social  science  collaboration  that  may  form  part 
of  the  Cultural  Exchange  Programmes  (CEPs) 
that  the  government  initiates  with  other 
countries  from  time  to  time.  Sometimes  there 
are  other  collaborative  Indian  agencies  too,  like 
the  UGC,  ICHRand  ICPR. 

The  Council’s  international  collaborative 
activities  are  not  confined  to  the  government 
sponsored  CEPs  alone.  By  taking  proactive  steps, 
it  has  established  links  with  several  foreign 
countries,  either  through  their  governments  or 
independently  through  their  social  science 
institutes  .  Specific  mention  may  be  made  of  the 
Indo-Dutch  Programme  in  Alternatives  in 
Development  (IDPAD)  in  this  connection 
although  similar  collaboration  with  China,  Japan, 
Russia  and  other  countries  is  equally  notable. 

The  Council  has  also  participated  in  the  activities 
of  the  UNESCO  and  other  international  social 
science  organizations  like  the  ISSC,  IFSSO  and 
ASSREC.  For  several  years,  it  was  the  secretariat 
for  the  ASSREC.  Under  the  overall  rubric  of  the 
programme,  important  thrust  areas  have  been 
identified  and  joint  research  and  seminars/ 
conferences  organized.  These  areas  are:  gender 
justice,  impact  of  globalization  on  economy  and 
society,  privatization  of  public  enterprises,  Indian 
diaspora,  environment,  health,  education, 
regional  security,  peace  and  conflict  resolution, 
disaster  management,  administrative  reforms  and 
so  on.  Lately,  the  Council  has  launched  the  Andre 
Malraux  Programme  on  International 
Understanding,

Sciences,  New  Delhi.  Gradually  collaborative 
activities  with  other  national  and  international 
research  organizations  will  be  undertaken. 

INDO-DUTCH  PROGRAMME  ON 
ALTERNATIVES  IN 
DEVELOPMENT 

The  Indo-Dutch  Programme  for  Alternatives  in 
Development  was  founded  20  years  ago  as  a  joint 
initiative  of  Jan  Pronk,  then  Labour  Party  Minister 
of  Development  Affairs  in  The  Netherlands,  and 
Sukhumoy  Chakrabarty,  then  Member  of  the 
Planning  Commission  of  India.  Both  had  been 
students  of  the  Noble  Prize-winning  Dutch 
economist  Jan  Tinbergen  and  were  politically  and 
morally  interested  in  developing  alternatives  to 
World  Bank  and  IMF  planning. 

SDPAD  Meetings 

The  Indo-Dutch  Programme  on  Alternatives  in 
Development  (ID PAD)  is  a  bilateral  programme 
being  implemented  jointly  by  the  Indian  Council 
of  Social  Science  Research  (ICSSR)  in  India  and 
The  Netherlands  Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Tropical  Research  in  The 
Netherlands.  This  is  the  fourth  phase  of  the 
programme  (1997-2001).  IDPAD  has  research 
projects,  seminars,  exchange  of  scholars, 
exchange  of  literature,  data,  documentation, 
commissioned  papers  and  publications. 


During  the  reporting  period,  the  National 
Advisory  Committee  met  twice.  The  Joint- 
Committee,  the  main  decision  making  body,  also 
met  twice.  These  Committees  reviewed  the 
progress  of  the  programme  during  this  period. 

Fifth  Phase  Preparations 

Fifth  Phase  Workshop:  A  workshop  was 
organized  on  26  and  27  April  1999  by  IDPAD  to 
identify  research  themes  for  the  fifth  phase  of 
the  programme.  This  workshop  was  attended  by 
the  policy  makers,  researchers  and  NGOs.The 
first  day  of  the  workshop  centered  around  two 
theme  papers:  Alternatives  in  Development:  A 
suggested  Agenda  of  Research  for  the  IDPAD  at 
the  end  of  the  Second  Millennium,  by  Prof.  Amiya 
Kumar  Bagchi,  Centre  for  Social  Studies,  Calcutta 
and  Challenges  of  Globalization:  A  Suggested 
Research  Agenda  for  IDPAD,  by  Prof.  Peter  van 
der  Veer,  Centre  for  Asian  Studies,  University 
of  Amsterdam. 

The  second  day  discussions  continued  in  three 
parallel  sessions.  It  was  agreed,  however,  that 
although  each  session  was  related  to  one  theme, 
these  should  not  be  regarded  as  research  areas. 
Issues  like  human  development,  culture  and 
globalization  are  seen  as  concepts  and  organizing 
principles  for  the  IDPAD  Fifth  Phase  in  general. 
The  three  sessions  focused  on: 

Human  Development  and  Quality  of  Life 

❖  Population  and  Employment 

❖  Impact  of  Globalization  -  Issues  and 
Challenges 

Evaluation 

Each  phase  of  IDPAD  is  evaluated  before  the  start 
on  the  next  one.  The  Fourth  phase  was  evaluated 
by  one  Indian  and  one  Dutch  scholar  during  this 
period  and  it  was  carried  out  at  the  IDPAD 
Secretariat  at  The  Hague  and  New  Delhi,  with 
researchers  and  committee  members  at 
Bangalore,  Trivandrum  and  Mumbai,  policy 
makers  in  both  countries  and  also  NGOs.  The 
evaluators  pointed  out  main  assets  and 
weaknesses  of  the  programme  and 
recommended  fruitful  continuation  of  the 
programme  while  keeping  the  following: 
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#  Rethink  the  mission  of  the  IDPAD;  focus 
on  collaboration  in  comparative  research 
on  alternatives  in  development  in  a 
globalized  world;  increase  the  participation 
of  the  users  in  the  agenda  setting, 
implementation  and  dissemination. 

#  Reposition  and  open  up  IDPAD;  rethink  the 
relations  with  research  institutions;  involve 
others,  like  NGO-based  researchers,  more 
female  researchers  on  all  levels  and 
researchers  with  other  social  science 
specialities. 

#  Restructure  the  planning  in  time  and  money 
in  a  more  short-term  and  feasible  way. 

#  Reorganize  IDPAD  and  build  in  mechanisms 
for  participation  by  researchers  and  users. 

#  Readdress  the  role  of  the  governments  in 
order  to  quicken  the  clearance  procedures 
and  facilitate  IDPAD  activities. 

IDPAD  Conference  on  international 
Communication  Technologies  (ICTs), 
Culture  and  Development 

In  the  period  of  liberalization  of  the  economy,  a 
neo-liberal  economic  doctrine  has  been  more 
or  less  accepted  in  both  India  and  Europe.  It  is  a 
moment  marked  by  globalization  of  economy  and 
culture,  and  IDPAD  organized  a  conference  to 
critically  evaluate  the  cultural  effects  of  the  most 
important  technological  change  involved  in 
globalization,  the  ICT  revolution.  Hyderabad  was 
chosen  as  the  venue,  since  it  is  in  Andhra  Pradesh 
that  one  can  witness  the  dramatic  effects  of  the 
ICT  revolution  at  the  local  and  regional  level, 
journalists  and  media  entrepreneurs  like  Manoj 
Joshi,  Kishore  Singh,  Arvind  Das  and  Iqbal 
Malhotra  met  with  scientists  like  Yashpal, 
anthropologists  like  Indra  Deva,  Arjun  Appadurai 
and  Peter  van  der  Veer,  and  communication 
researchers  like  Cees  Hamelink  Kevin  Robbins, 
Shoma  Munshi,  Sudeep  Dasgupta,  Shohini  Ghosh, 
Abhilasha  Kumar  and  Leela  Rao.  The  conference 
was  also  addressed  by  pclicy-makjrs  like 
K.S.Sharma,  Chairman  of  the  Indian  Council  for 
Social  Science  Research  and  former  Director- 
General  of  Doordarshan  and  Piet  de  Lange  of 
the  Dutch  Ministry  of  Development  Affairs.  An 
important  issue  in  the  conference  was  that  of 


accessibility:  who  will  pay  for  the  introduction 
of  new  technologies  and  who  will  benefit.  This 
leads  to  the  question  of  protection  of 
international  intellectual  property  right  and 
ownership  of  information.  The  old  myth  that  only 
city  people  would  benefit  was  quickly  dismissed 
with  statistics  on  the  rural-urban  distribution  of 
ICTs.  Another  issue  dealt  with  in  the  conference 
was  that  of  the  political  use  of  the  new  media.  A 
lively  debate  was  held  about  the  effects  of  ICTs 
on  Indian  culture.  It  was  emphatically  noted  that 
even  Murdoch  has  been  forced  to  go  into  regional 
language  broadcasting  and  that  the  media  follow 
the  general  trend  of  regionalization  rather  than 
enforcing  English-medium  world  culture.  The 
sexualization  of  advertising  and  cinematic  imagery 
was  subject  to  widely  differing  opinion,  but  the 
consensus  was  that  the  time  for  government 
censorship  was  over.  The  IDPAD  conference  was 
not  much  geared  to  policy  proposals  and,  in  fact, 
had  a  tenor  which  was  rather  critical  of  the  earlier 
policy  making.  The  conference  ended  on  a  note 
that  further  .research  was  definitely  necessary, 
but  also  that  here  is  no  possibility  anymore  to 
avoid  a  constant  engagement  with  the  new 
realities  of  'CTs  and  globalization. 

Project  Bound  Seminar 

The  main  purpose  of  the  seminar  was  to  serve 
as  a  forum  for  all  the  concerned  stakeholders, 
such  as,  the  local  farmers  and  leaders,  local 
officials,  researchers  and  policy  makers  to  share 
and  react  to  the  preliminary  findings  of  IDPAD- 
sponsored  project.  Peter  P.  Mollinga  (Dutch 
Project  Director)  gave  an  introduction  to  the 
seminar  and  Prof.  Chandrasekhar  Buggi  (Indian 
Project  Director)  presented  the  research  findings 
of  his  study. 

Project  Bound  Workshop 

As  stipulated  in  the  project ‘Policy,  Technocracy 
and  Developments:  Comparative  Human  Capita! 
in  India  and  The  Netherlands’,  a  conference  was 
held  to  present  and  discuss  the  preliminary 
report  of  the  study. 

The  purpose  of  the  study  was  to  investigate 
human  capital  policies  particularly  in  regard  to 
health  and  education  in  terms  of  technocratic 


influence  within  an  otherwise  institutional 
framework  of  policy  formulation  and 
implementation.  The  investigation  included  the 
analysis  of  roles  of  individuals  in  technocratic, 
bureaucratic  and  political  capacities  in  institutions 
formed  by  the  government  to  advise  it  in 
formulating  policies:  The  comparative  study  of 
Netherlands  and  India  was  based  on  literature 
review  followed  by  interviews  of  those  people 
who  were  actual  participants  in  this  process  of 
policy  advice. 

Keeping  in  mind,  the  structure  of  the  report  and 
the  objectives  of  research,  the  sessions  in  the 
Conference  were  organized  under  various 
themes  like  evolution  of  education  and  health 
policies  in  both  the  countries;  government, 
structure  and  the  role  of  committees; 
professional/experts  in  committees;  bureaucrats 
in  committees;  financing  and  role  of  private 
sector  in  education  and  health;  and  finally  role 
of  the  state. 

Although  the  conference  participants  arrived 
with  some  doubts  about  whether  comparisons 
between  The  Netherlands  and  .India  would  be 
possible,  by  the  end  of  the  deliberations  almost 
everyone  agreed  that  there  were  similarities  and 
mutual  lessons  to  be  learned  about  the  ways  in 
which  policy  processes  worked. 

The  discussions  in  the  Conference  were  lively 
particularly  because  the  participants  from  both 
the  countries  had  themselves  been  involved  in 
the  policy  processes  and  spoke  from  experience. 
They  evinced  keen  interest  in  the  research  study 
and  found  such  studies  useful  and  relevant.

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111  a  diverse  country  like  ours,  with  significant 
difference  among  the  economies,  social 
structures,  ethos,  and  aspirations  of  the  people 
of  various  regions  and  ethnic  groups,  where 
solutions  to  the  problems  are  not  so  easy, 
required  a  different  approach  altogether.  It  is 
essential  to  continuously  engage  in  studies  and 
research  to  understand  these  problems.  The 
Council,  having  concern  about  the  new  situations 
emerging  out  of  changes  everywhere,  has  focused 
on  groups  with  special  needs,  that  are  socially 
and  economically  disadvantaged. 

Gender  Studies 

The  process  of  creating  an  environment 
conducive  to  the  progress  of  women  is 
dependent  on  a  multitude  of  socio-economic 
factors,  starting  with  a  political  will  to  enforce 
the  development  of  women  as  a  priority.  Such 
political  will  is  now  mobilised  and  needs  to  be 
supported  by  adequate  research  inputs  in  every 
sphere  related  to  women  so  that  a  momentum 
can  be  maintained.  Further,  women  need  to 
actually  benefit  from  various  policies  and 
programmes  that  are  targeted  at  them. 
Development  agencies  now  realise  the  necessity 
of  'beneficiary  participation’  for  the  success  of 
all  development  programmes.  Evaluation  of  the 
extent  of  the  success  of  these  programmes  is 
another  important  process  that  scholars  and 
researchers  can  undertake.  The  Indian  Council 
of  Social  Science  Research  is  alert  and  responsive 
to  furthering  this  goal,  and  has  adopted  the  area 
of  research  in  women-related  topics  as  a  priority 
area.  It  has  sponsored  research  and  awarded 
fellowships  that  seek  to  evaluate  the  impact  of 
development  plans  and  programmes  on  Indian 
women,  review  various  policies  and  programmes, 
and  examine  their  societal  status.  Action- 
oriented  research  in  fields  such  as  discrimination 
against  women  and  protection  at  the  workplace 
are  also  being  promoted,  the  idea  being  to 
provide  developmental  inputs  that  will  enable 
women  to  enter  the  national  mainstream.

Sponsoring  of  27  research  institutes  outside  the 
scope  of  the  University  Grants  Commission  has 
been  one  of  the  major  programmes  of  the  ICSSR 
in  enlarging  the  base  of  social  science  knowledge, 
improving  the  quality  of  research  and  promoting 
an  interdisciplinary  perspective.  These  institutes 
constitute  an  important  mechanism  for 
implementing  the  Council’s  policy  of  dispersal 
of  research  talents  and  building  up  of  research 
capabilities  in  different  regions  of  the  country, 
particularly  in  areas  where  social  science  research 
is  not  yet  well  developed. 

Each  institute  decides  about  its  own  direction  of 
research,  including  a  wide  spectrum  of  subjects 
with  women  as  a  thrust  area,  such  as:

Of  particular  interest  is  the  Centre  for  Women’s 
Development  Studies,  Delhi.  Since  its  inception, 
the  Centre  has  undertaken  numerous  research- 
cum-action  projects  -  all  related  to  women. 
During  the  period,  priority  areas  of  the  Centre 
were:  Gender  and  Changing  Livelihood,  Evolution 
of  Rashtriya  Mahila  Kosh  and  its  Impact  on 
Women,  Panchayati  Raj  and  Women,  Gender 
Development  Indicators,  Human  Rights  and 
Human  Development,  Feminism  in  India, 
Communal  Violence  and  Formation  of  Women’s 
Studies,  and  Action  Projects  on:  (i)  Bankura 
Project,  (ii)  Mednipur  Wastelands  Development 
Project,  etc. 

The  Centre  for  Development  Studies  in 
Thiruvananthapuram  has  also  been  doing 
excellent  work  on  the  status  and  health  of 
women  in  Kerala.  Some  of  the  research  projects 
that  have  already  been  completed  are:  Does 
Women’s  Independent  Work  Enhance  their 
Wellbeing;  Unmet  Need  for  Family  Planning:  A 


Women-Centred  Perspective;  Levels  and 
Correlates  of  C-Section  Delivery  among  Indian 
Women;  and  Determinants  and  Consequences 
of  Young  Women's  Employment  in  Kerala.  Its 
ongoing  project  on  the  ‘Status  of  Women  in 
Kerala’  has  a  wide  scope  of  investigation  and  is 
proving  to  be  a  challenging  task. 

The  research  studies  thus  undertaken  have 
generated  substantial  empirical  knowledge  of  the 
relationship  between  women  and  the  socio¬ 
economic  structure,  and  related  dynamics  both 
at  the  national  and  regional  levels. 

Women  and  Society 

We  can  make  laws  and  enact  legislations,  improve 
upon  policies  and  programmes  but  these  alone 
are  not  enough.  We  in  society  need  to  build  a 
public  opinion  against  atrocities  on  women.  Social 
research  focuses  on  the  woman  both  within  the 
family  as  a  member  of  the  community  to  which 
she  belongs.  Research  studies  not  only  help  in 
spreading  awareness  during  the  course  of  the 
study,  but  also  subsequently  provide 
recommendations  and  action  lines.  Accordingly, 
the  ICSSR  provided  grants  for  seminars/ 
conferences  to  various  organisations:

Partial  assistance  for  research  was  also  provided 
to  jayita  Banerjee  for  ‘Girl  Child  and  Gender  Bias 
Among  the  Rajbansis:  A  Study  of  Scheduled 
Castes  of  Darjeeling  District  of  WB’. 

Several  research  projects  relating  to  women  have 
just  been  completed.  One  such  study  was  by  Susie 
Tharu-’Towards  an  Archive  for  Contemporary 
Feminism  (1830-1950)'. 

Development 

That  social  development  efforts  cannot  succeed 
without  the  involvement  of  women  is  no  longer 
a  theoretical  precept.  During  the  last  decade,  a 
number  of  development  interventions  have 
therefore,  focussed  specifically  on  women,  both 
as  targets  as  well  as  agents  of  development.  In 


the  face  of  appalling  gender  disparities,  to  treat 
women  as  special  focus  of  development 
programmes  is  only  an  expected  practice:  but  a 
realisation  about  the  potential  of  women  as 
‘agents’  of  development  is  one  of  most  important 
gains  of  recent  development  experiences. 
Gender-specific  statistical  inputs  on  development 
programmes,  e.g.  number  of  beneficiaries, 
allocations,  etc.,  also  need  to  be  collected  and 
made  available. 

The  North-Eastern  Regional  Centre  at  Shillong 
gave  special  emphasis  to  the  role  of  women  in 
development  and  organized  two  seminars.  The 
first  was  on  ‘Women  in  Development-Status  and 
Emerging  Scenario  in  North-East  Region' 
organized  by  the  North-East  India  Education 
Society  at  P.G.T.  College,  Shillong  (Rs.  5,000)  and 
the  second  on  ‘Women’s  Participation  in 
Decision-Making  and  Development  Process  of 
Tripura’  organized  by  the  Department  of  History, 
Tripura  University  at  Agartala  (Rs.  5000). 

From  the  earlier  approach  of  gender  ‘and’ 
'^development,  the  concerned  development 
institutions  and  functionaries  are  now  gradually 
moving  to  the  more  effective  alternative  of 
gender  ‘in’  development.  It  Is  not  difficult  to  locate 
development  programmes  where  even  illiterate 
women,  guided  by  their  felt  needs,  have  organized 
themselves  to  make  decisive  contributions  to  the 
success  of  those  programmes.  Examples  from 
earlier  experiences  in  different  states  have  shown 
the  viability  of  Self-Help  Groups  as  an  effective 
means  of  economic  empowerment  for  women. 

A  research  project  has  been  sanctioned  to  G. 
Parthasarthy,  Institute  of  Development  and 
Planning  Studies,  Visakhapatnam  on  the  subject 
‘Growth  and  Impact  of  Women  Thrift  and  Credit 
Society  of  Payakaraopeta,  Stri  Sanghala 
Abhivutrhu  Samakya,  Payakaraopeta, 
Visakhapatnam  District,  Andhra  Pradesh’. 

A  similar  project  was  completed  in  Tamil  Nadu: 
'A  Critical  Study  of  Women  Self-Help  Groups  in 
Selected  Districts  of  Tamil  Nadu’  by  B.S. 
Nagarajan  and  Dr.  N,  Lalitha  of  Gandhigram  Rural 
Institute,  Dr.  Babasaheb  Ambedkar  National 
Institute  of  Social  Sciences,  Mhow  (M.P.)  also 
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undertook  a  research  project  on  'Thrift  and 
Credit  Societies  among  Women’and  organized 
a  national  seminar  on  ‘Women’s  Empowerment: 
Present  Status  and  Future  Strategies  for  Effective 
Participation  in  Development’. 

Political  Participation  and  Decision 
Making 

For  women  to  be  fully  integrated  into  political 
life,  cultural  change  is  necessary.  Their  world  has 
over  the  years  been  divided  into  the  separate 
spheres  of  the  public  and  the  private,  Women 
today  are  no  longer  restricted  to  private  activities 
related  only  to  their  families,  but  their  outside 
activities  continue  to  be  ‘privatised’  by  men  and 
society  at  large.  Despite,  the  growing  numbers 
of  women  participating  at  the  grassroots  level, 
their  participation  in  panchayat  activities  is  still 
inadequate. 

Research  in  this  area  is  therefore  critical  to  enable 
suitable  interventions.  Chandra  Prabha  Solanlci 
undertook  a  research  project  on  ‘Social 
Mobilisation  and  Social  Justice:  A  Study  of 
Participation  of  Women  in  Panchayati  Raj 
Institutions  in  Meerut  District  of  U.P.’  (Rs. 
99,960), 

Employment  and  Gender  Equality 

The  issue  of  gender  disparity  at  work  is  yet  to 
be  voiced  effectively.  This  disparity  is  not 
restricted  to  the  urban  woman.  Of  the  vast 
majority  of  the  working  poor,  the  unskilled  ranks 
contain  a  large  proportion  of  females.  These 
women  are  much  less  organized  for  any  kind  of 
market  leverage  or  wage  bargaining  and  even 
when  organized,  less  inclined  to  redress  gender 
inequalities  at  work  sites. 

These  and  other  aspects  related  to  women  and 
employment  have  been  the  focus  of  several 
research  projects  sponsored  by  the  ICSSR.  Under 
the  Exchange  of  Scholars  programme,  Dr.  (Mrs.) 
M.Vanmala  was  hosted  by  Dr.  I.S.A,  Baud,  Free 
University,  Amsterdam/Institute  of  Social  Studies, 
The  Hague,  Dr.  Vanmaia  stayed  at  the  Institute 
of  Social  Studies,  The  Hague,  from  25  May  to  25 
June  1999  and  conducted  research  in  the  field  of 
structural  adjustment,  flexible  labour  markets  and 


female  employment:  a  comparative  study  of  India 
and  South-East  Asia.  She  conducted  a  seminar 
on  the  same  topic  at  the  ISS.  A  paper  based  on 
her  research  is  expected  to  be  published  as  an 
IDPAD  Occasional  Paper.

‘Role  of  Women  Workers  in  the  Tea  industry  in 
North-East  India’, 

Scholars  have  also  availed  the  consultancy 
services  in  data  processing  through  different 
participating  centres.  Under  the  guidance  of  Tata 
Institute  of  Social  Sciences,  Mumbai,  Shanta  B. 
Astige,  examined  the  ‘Changing  Role  and  Status 
of  Working  Women  in  Modern  India  -  A  Case 
Study  of  Educated  Working  Women  in  Gulbarga 
City’. 

Similarly,  Ranjana  Mittal,  from  the  Institute  of 
Management  Studies,  Dehradun,  availed  the 
guidance  and  consultancy  services  from  Data 
Archives,  ICSSR,  New  Delhi.  Her  subject  was  ‘A 
Study  of  Stress  and  Achievement  Motivation  as 
Related  to  Gender  and  Hierarchy  in  Private  and 
Public  Sector  Organisations’. 

Health 

To  improve  women’s  health  status,  the  general 
health  services  have  to  be  made  to  respond  to 
women’s  specific  probiems.  A  strategy  for 
improving  the  health  of  women  in  the 
reproductive  age  group  would  be  to  reduce  the 
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risk  of  death  and  illness  associated  with  pregnancy 
as  well  as  to  reduce  the  exposure  to  pregnancy 
itself.  Comprehensive  minimal  care  during 
pregnancy,  childbirth  and  thereafter;  steps  to 
ameliorate  malnutrition  as  well  as  to  decrease 
the  workload  of  women;  and  improved  access 
to  health  services  are  the  salient  instruments  for 
improving  the  health  of  women. 

In  the  field  of  health,  especially,  one  need  not 
restate  the  importance  of  continuous  monitoring, 
evaluation  and  feedback.  Research  studies  and 
discussions  provide  an  insight  that  is  crucial  to 
furthering  the  goals  and  aims  of  health 
programmes  targeted  at  women.  The  ICSSR 
provided  grants  for  seminars/conferences  to 
various  organisations  in  the  area  of  women’s 
health  such  as  the  National  Seminar  on 
Empowerment  of  Women  and  Prevention  of 
STD  and  HIV  Infection,  organized  by  the 
Department  of  Population  Studies,  Sri 
Venkateswara  University,  Tirupati  (Rs.  5,000). 

Another  seminar  on  ‘Women  and  Health  with 
Special  Reference  to  Arunachal  Pradesh’  was 
organized  by  Professor  Tamo  Mibang, 
Department  of  Tribal  Studies,  Arunachal  Pradesh 
(Rs.  5000). 

Under  the  Exchange  of  Scholars  programme, 


Prof.  Dr.  (Mrs.)  J.  M.  Richters,  Leiden  University 
Medical  Centre,  conducted  the  first  part  of  a 
lecture  tour  from  9  to  29  March  1999  and  also 
in  January  2000.  An  article  based  on  her  visit 
entitled  ‘Globalisation  and  Women’s  Health:  A 
Relevant  Issue  for  India’  was  published  in  IDPAD 
Newsletter  5. 

Two  research  projects  related  to  the  subject 
were  also  completed,  the  first  on  ‘Status  of 
Women  and  Population  Growth  Pattern’  by  R.V. 
Verma,  Institute  for  Regional  Development 
Studies  and  the  second  on  ‘Emotional  Support 
and  Relationship  Problems  Perceived  by  Women 
from  their  Husbands  and  their  Psychosomatic 
Problems’  by  H.L.  Kaila,  S.N.D.T.  Women’s 
University,  Mumbai. 

International  Interaction 

Several  scholars  were  sponsored  for  travel 
abroad  to  attend  conferences  and  for  data 
collection  in  areas  of  women’s  development  and 
empowerment,  health  and  social  upliftment.

SC/STs  and  Minorities 

The  Indian  Constitution  has  provided  adequate 
safeguards  to  protect  the  interests  of  and  provide 
for  the  upliftment  of  the  scheduled  castes  and 
scheduled  tribes  as  also  of  women  and  minorities. 
It  may  not  be  far  fetched  to  say  that  the  Indian 
Constitution  provides  enough  of  space  for  every 
social  group  to  grow  and  realize  its  aspirations. 

The  scheduled  castes  (15%  of  the  total 
population)  constitute  some  of  the  most 
backward  sections  of  the  society  who  have  been 
suffering  from  a  number  of  social  and  economic 
disabilities  for  centuries, 

Likewise,  the  scheduled  tribes  (7.5%  of  the  total 
population)  have  also  been  at  the  bottom  rung 
of  the  society  in  terms  of  social  and  economic 
status  and  had  a  life  style  for  centuries  distinct 
from  those  of  the  main-stream  population. 

Since  both  these  groups,  at  the  time  of 
independence,  were  very  much  behind  the  other 
population  groups  because  of  centuries  of 
discrimination  against  them,  the  policy  of 
protective  discrimination'  was  devised  to  help 
these  disadvantaged  groups  to  move  up  along 
the  social  ladder.  This  is  reflected  in  the  state 
policy  of  reservation  in  education,  services  and 
legislature, 

The  policy  of  protective  discrimination  has 
yielded  some  positive  results  at  least  in  the  field 
of  education.  The  level  of  literacy  among 


scheduled  tribes  has  increased  from  8.54%  jn 
1961  to  25.09%  in  1991.  The  percentage  of 
literacy  among  scheduled  castes  in  1991  was 
19.67%.  Ail  this  shows  that  both  these  groups 
have  to  go  a  long  way  in  achieving  their  social 
goals. 

Social  change  is  a  slow  process.  A  piece  of 
positive  social  legislation  alone  cannot  being 
about  the  required  social  change.  It  needs  to  be 
supplemented  by  other  approaches. 

It  is  in  this  context  that  the  role  of  the  Indian 
Council  of  Social  Science  Research  in  providing 
policy  inputs  to  both  the  Central  and  State 
governments  assumes  significance.  The  ICSSR 
through  its  Research  Projects  and  Fellowship 
programmes  has  been  encouraging  studies  on  the 
disadvantaged  social  groups  since  its  inception. 
Apart  from  this  the  ICSSR  supported  research 
institutes  have  also  been  carrying  out  studies  on 
the  problems  of  the  socially  disadvantaged, 
specifically  on  the  social  groups  in  the  states 
where  these  institutes  are  located. 

Most  of  the  studies  funded  by  the  ICSSR  are 
micro  level  studies  which  take  into  account  local 
variations  and  are  best  suited  for  providing  policy 
inputs  at  the  local  levels.  These  studies  have 
focused  on  issues  of  these  groups  relating  to 
education,  healthcare,  employment  generation, 
environment  protection,  social  forestry, 
integration  with  mainstream  population  and  so 
on. 

For  instance,  two  of  the  studies  approved  during 
the  year  1999-2000  related  to  the  study  of 
education  and  linguistic  problems  of  Malayali 
Tribes  living  on  the  borders  of  Kerala  and  Tamil 
Nadu,  the  status  of  Chenchu  women  in  the  hill 
ranges  of  the  Eastern  Ghat  of  A.P. 

Apart  from  the  non  SC/ST  scholars  studying  the 
problems  of  SC  and  STs,  the  Council  has  also 
been  encouraging  scholars  from  within  the  SC/ 
ST  groups  to  study  their  own  problems  so  as  to 
provide  both  an  “outsider’s"  and  “insider's"  view 
of  the  problems  facing  SC/STs. 

The  other  two  groups  which  have  received 
special  attention  of  the  ICSSR  are  women  and 
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minorities.  Women  have  always  been  treated  as 
"objects”  in  the  male  dominated  Indian  society. 
Some  have  even  described  the  status  of  Indian 
women  as  close  to  those  of  dalits  in  terms  of 
social  oppression. 

It  was  the  ICSSR  which  first  recognized  the 
problem  of  gender  discrimination  and  set  up  a 
cell  to  look  into  gender  issues.  This  cell  turned 
out  to  be  the  precursor  for  the  setting  up  of  the 
Centre  for  Women’s  Studies  which  is  today  one 
of  the  27  research  institutes  funded  by  the  ICSSR. 
The  numerous  studies  supported  by  the  ICSSR 
on  gender  issues  have  created  awareness  among 
a  large  number  of  women  about  their  rightful 
place  in  the  society. 

Similarly  the  ICSSR  has  also  started  focusing  on 
the  problems  of  minorities  in  recent  times.  Even 
though  the  Constitution  has  made  provisions  to 
protect  the  identity  of  minorities  and  to  bring 
about  their  all  round  development  yet  a  lot 
remains  to  be  done  in  terms  of  education  and 
improving  their  economic  status  as  well  as 
countering  the  misinformed  stereotype  images 
of  the  minorities.  Recently,  the  ICSSR  had 
organized  a  seminar  on  “Minorities  in  the  2l5t 
Century:  Problems  and  Prospects”  which 
brought  in  a  wealth  of  ideas  on  problems  and 
approaches  to  the  problems  of  minorities  in  India. 
It  afforded  an  opportunity  to  have  an  “insider’s” 
and  “outsider’s”  view  of  the  problems  of  the 
minorities.  These  provide  the  basis  for  further 
research  as  well  as  basis  for  policy  inputs  at  the 
local  and  the  national  level. 

The  North-East 

The  North-East  region,  comprising  seven  states- 
Arunachal  Pradesh,  Assam,  Manipur,  Meghalaya, 
Mizoram,  Nagaland  and  Tripura,  remains  one  of 
the  least  developed  region  of  India  covering  8 
percent  of  the  geographical  area  and  housing  4 
percent  of  the  total  population  of  the  country. 
The  region  is  strategically  important  as  all  the 
north-eastern  states  have  international  borders 
with  Bangladesh,  Myanmar,  China  and  Bhutan.  A 
large  part  of  the  area  is  covered  by  hills.  The 
region  is  sparsely  populated  with  a  large  number 


of  tribes,  ethnic  groups  and  migrants  from 
neighbouring  countries. 

The  economy  of  the  North-East  is  unbalanced. 

There  are  wide  differences  in  resource 
endowments  and  in  levels  of  industrialisation  and 
infrastructural  facilities.  The  industrial  sector 
developed  mainly  around  oil,  tea  and  timber  in 
Assam  and  mining,  saw  mills  and  plywood 
factories  in  other  parts  of  the  region.  State- 
sponsored  industrialisation  -  sugar  mills,  jute 
mills,  paper  mills,  etc.  has  not  been  successful. 

The  small  size  of  landholdings  (0.5  to  2.0  hectare 
and  prevalence  of  shifting  cultivation  are  the  two 
major  factors  responsible  for  slow  agricultural 
development.  The  economy  of  the  region 
remains  primarily  agricultural. 

Politically,  prior  to  the  British  rule,  the  North- 
East  remained  outside  all  great  empires.  After 
the  British  took  over,  several  changes  took  place. 

People  from  other  parts  -  traders,  bankers, 
lawyers,  administrators  entered  the  region  to 
better  their  lives.  The  indigenous  people  being 
suspicious  of  these  migrants,  resisted  all  attempts 
to  subjugate  them.  The  British  government, 
respecting  the  sentiments  of  the  local  population, 
restricted  the  flow  of  outside  population  through 
the  inner  Line  Regulation  Act  of  1873,  the 
Scheduled  District  Act  of  1 874,  etc.  The  Christian 
missionaries  played  a  significant  role  in  the 
development  of  the  region’s  people  during  the 
British  regime.  63

After  Independence  several  problems  arose  with 
regard  to  various  groups/regions.  The  tribal 
people  felt  insecure  and  were  afraid  that  they 
would  lose  their  identities  and  be  swamped  by 
the  people  from  the  plains  and  other  parts  of 
India.  Recognising  their  unique  socio-economic 
status,  the  Constitution  of  India  also  made  a 
special  provision  for  the  administration  of  hilly 
tribes  of  the  North-East  by  incorporating  the 
Sixth  Schedule.  Provisions  were  made  for  the 
constitution  of  autonomous  districts  and 
autonomous  regions  to  be  placed  under 
democratically  elected  district  councils/regionai 
councils.  The  purpose  of  this  provision  was  to 
free  the  minds  of  tribals  from  a  sense  of  insecurity 
and  exploitation  and  to  empower  them  with 
administrative,  legal  and  financial  powers. 

In  due  course,  several  insurgent  groups  emerged 
often  with  the  demand  for  a  separate  homeland. 
The  prominent  among  these  are  ULFA  (United 
Liberation  Front  of  Assam),  NLF  (National 
Liberation  Front),  NSCN  (National  Socialist 
Council  of  Nagaland),  UNLF  (United  National 
Liberation  Front),  ATTF  (All  Tripura  Tribal 
Force),  etc.  All  these  movements  are  the 
outcome  of  a  sense  of  insecurity  among  common 
people  who  feel  that  they  will  be  aliens  one  day 
in  their  own  lands.  Besides  this,  the  influx  of 
people  from  Bangladesh,  Myanmar,  etc. 
compounded  the  problems  further  with  demands 
on  the  employment  sources,  land,  housing, 
natural  resources,  etc. 

Linguistically,  the  region  has  more  than  400 
languages  and  dialects.  Often  the  dialects  are 
unintelligible  to  one  another,  creating  difficulties 
for  interaction.  The  region  is  a  mine  for  linguists 
to  work  on  various  dialects  and  languages  and 
do  meaningful  research  on  them. 

Rationale  for  the  Programme 
It  is  common  knowledge  that  despite  more  than 
SO  years  of  independence,  the  North-East  lags 
behind  other  regions  as  is  evident  by  indicators 
such  as  per  capita  income,  road  mileage,  rail 
communication,  consumption  of  power, 
irrigation  facilities  and  industrialisation.  Accurate 
data  on  various  parameters  is  not  available  for 


policy  making  and  planning.  In  view  of  the  political, 
economic  and  social  problems  of  the  region, 
there  is  a  need  to  understand  their  causes  and 
to  articulate  a  national  policy  to  solve  them.  This 
needs  a  special  emphasis  to  understand  the 
underlying  dynamics  of  the  forces  operating  at 
various  levels,  which  calls  for  social  science  inputs 
for  planning  and  development  of  the  region. 
Hence,  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  promoting 
social  science  research  in  the  region. 

The  present  situation  in  the  North-East  offers 
immense  scope  for  social  science  researchers  to 
seek  answers  to  various  problems  and  to  provide 
inputs  for  policy  making,  planning  and  informed 
decisions.  Some  of  the  issues  the  social  scientists 
may  be  interested  in  are:

Training  of  researchers  in  social  science 
methodology 

Activities 

The  Council  in  its  quest  for  promotion  of 
research  in  social  sciences  encourages  scholars 
from  this  region  to  seek  support  for  their 
research  projects,  conduct  seminars,  grant 
fellowships,  publish  theses/reports,  etc.  Special 
emphasis  is  given  to  facilitate  process  of  funding 
and  support  to  scholars  from  the  North-East. 

The  Council  proposes  to  have  linkages  with  other 
institutions  to  promote  social  science  research 
in  the  region.  It  is  considering  the  proposal  from 
the  National  Institute  of  Public  Cooperation  and 
Child  Development  (NIPCCD)  to  have  a  joint 
collaborative  programme  to  conduct  Research 
Methodology  courses  for  the  benefit  of  scholars 
from  the  region.

Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research 


Regional  Centres  were  established  as  part 
of  the  Council’s  programme  of  decentralizing 
administration,  broadbasing  social  science 
research  and  involving  social  science  institutions 
in  the  regions  in  promoting  social  science 
research.  Their  main  roles  were  defined  as 
follows: 

4>  To  represent  the  ICSSR  within  the  region 
and  spread  the  message  and  the 
programmes  of  the  ICSSR  to  social 
scientists  in  the  region; 

#  Bring  the  ideas  and  problems  of  the  social 
scientists  of  the  region  to  the  notice  of  the 
ICSSR  for  possible  action; 

^  Bring  the  social  scientists  of  the  region 
closer  for  promoting  of  social  science 
research  within  the  region;  and 

^  Serve  as  a  link  between  the  social  scientists 
of  the  region  and  the  national  and 
international  community  of  social  scientists. 

The  ICSSR  has  six  Regional  Centres.  Their 
location  and  coverage  are  as  follows: 

4>  Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Kolkata 
covering  Bihar,  Orissa,  Sikkim,  West  Bengal, 
and  the  Union  Territory  of  Andaman  and 
Nicobar  Islands. 

#  North-Eastern  Regional  Centre, 
Shillong  covering  Arunachal  Pradesh,  Assam, 
Manipur,  Meghalaya,  Mizoram,  Nagaland  and 
Tripura. 

#  North-Western  Regional  Centre, 
Chandigarh  covering  Haryana,  Himachal 
Pradesh,  Jammu  &  Kashmir,  Punjab  and  the 
Union  Territory  of  Chandigarh. 

#  Northern  Regional  Centre,  New  Delhi 
covering  Madhya  Pradesh,  Rajasthan,  Uttar 
Pradesh  and  Delhi. 

#  Southern  Regional  Centre,  Hyderabad 
covering  Andhra  Pradesh,  Karnataka,  Kerala, 
Tamil  Nadu  and  the  Union  Territories  of 
Lakshadweep  and  Pondicherry. 

#  Western  Regional  Centre,  Mumbai 
covering  Gujarat,  Maharashtra,  Goa  and  the 
Union  Territories  of  Daman  and  Diu,  Dadra 
and  Nagar  Haveli. 


A  number  of  State  Governments  are  providing 
financial  assistance  for  the  activities  and 
programmes  of  the  ICSSR  Regional  Centres.  The 
Regional  Centres  have  been  undertaking  the 
following  activities; 

&  Promoting  documentation  and 
bibliographical  work  in  the  regional 
languages; 

-0  Organizing  seminars/workshops/ 

conferences  in  the  region; 

4>  Organizing  lectures  by  distinguished 
scholars; 

#  Assisting  regional  professional  associations 
of  social  scientists  and  social  science 
journals  in  the  regional  languages; 

^  Providing  low-cost  accommodation 

(wherever  possible)  to  scholars/students 
visiting  the  place  for  library  or  fieldwork; 

+  Awarding  study  grants  to  scholars  for 
visiting  libraries  and  institutions  for  work; 

4  Providing  photocopying  facilities  to 
scholars,  especially  providing  photocopies 
of  selected  articles  from  journals  etc.;  and 

4>  Any  other  activity  which  may  promote 
social  science  research  in  the  region  and/ 
or  any  such  activity  which  may  be  delegated 
by  the  ICSSR. 


Regional  Centres  have  developed 
infrastructure  and  research  support 
facilities  over  the  years  with  the  funds 
provided  by  the  ICSSR  and  by  some 
State  Governments  of  the  region  where 
they  are  located.  These  include  hostel/ 
guest  house  facilities,  additional  library 
space,  conference  halls,  seminar 
rooms  and  reprographic  facilities. 

ACTIVITIES 

Documentation  and  Bibliographical 
Services  in  Regional  Centres 

The  Southern  Regional  Centre,  Hyderabad  has 
been  collecting,  organizing  and  disseminating 
information  relating  to  social  science  research 
in  South  Indian  languages.  Beside,  it  has  been 
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providing  documentation  and  bibliographical 
services  in  Telugu,  Urdu,  Tamil,  Kannada  and 
Malayalam. 

The  Centre  continued  its  work  on  theme- 
oriented  bibliographies  and  indexed  articles 
appearing  in  different  social  science  journals, 
periodicals  and  books  on  child  development. 

It  has  a  Government  Document  Cell  where 
reports  of  legislative  committees,  corporations 
and  other  agencies,  budget  papers  and 
government  publications  received  from  the  State 
of  Jammu  and  Kashmir,  Punjab,  Meghalaya,  Sikkim 
and  Karnataka  are  catalogued  and  brought  out 
in  mimeographed  form. 

The  Western  Regional  Centre,  Mumbai  functions 
as  a  national  centre  for  Marathi  language  and 
provides  financial  support  to  two  social  science 
journals  published  in  Marathi.  It  has  financially 
supported  nine  conferences  and  seminars 
organized  by  various  departments  of  the 
universities  and  other  social  science  research 
institutes  during  the  year. 

The  NER.C,  Shillong,  out  of  an  annual  grant  of 
Rs.60,000  for  RGF-NER-iCSSR  lectures  series 
given  by  the  Rajiv  Gandhi  Foundation,  New  Delhi, 
brought  out  a  book.  Coalition  Politics  in  North-East 
India  by  B.  Pakem,  Regency  Publications,  New 
Delhi,  1999.  It  also  brought  out  four  Surveys  of 
Research  on  North-East  India  in  Political  Science, 
Sociology,  History  and  Geography.  The  centre 
continued  to  provide  financial  assistance  for  the 
organization  of  15  seminars  and  workshops  to 
university  departments  and  colleges  of  the 
North-Eastern  Region. 

The  Northern  Regional  Centre,  New  Delhi  acts 
as  national  centre  to  provide  social  science 
material  to  scholars  in  Hindi  and  English.  It  has 
financially  supported  eight  seminars/conferences 
and  one  small  research  project. 

The  Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Calcutta  is  the 
national  centre  for  Bengali  and  Oriya.  The  project 
‘Union  Catalogue  of  Printed  Bengali  Books  on 
Social  Sciences  Available  in  the  Major  Libraries 
of  West  Bengal’  undertaken  by  the  centre  was 
continued  during  the  year. 


The  North-Western  Regional  Centre, 
Chandigarh,  being  the  Centre  for  Punjabi 
language,  prepares  cumulative  index  of  social 
science  books  and  periodicals  in  Punjabi  language. 
The  Centre  has  brought  out  a  social  science 
documentation  list  of  periodicals  available  in  the 
university  and  other  major  libraries  in  the  region. 
They  have  introduced  a  new  service  entitled, 
‘Articles  in  Current  Topics’  and  have  released 
and  distributed  bibliographies  on  (a)  Ethnic 
Relations  and  (b)  Role  of  Education  Development 
in  Asia.

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ICSSR  provides  maintenance  and  development 
grant  to  27  research  institutes.  Sponsoring  of 
research  institutes  outside  the  scope  of  the 
University  Grants  Commission  has  been  one  of 
the  major  programmes  of  the  Council  in  enlarging 
the  base  of  social  science  knowledge,  improving 
the  quality  of  research,  and  promoting  an 
interdisciplinary  perspective.  These  institutes 
constitute  an  important  mechanism  for 
implementing  the  Council’s  policy  of  dispersal 
of  research  talents  and  building  up  of  research 
capabilities  in  the  different  regions  of  the  country, 
particularly  in  the  areas  where  social  science 
research  is  not  yet  well  developed. 

The  Council  at  the  end  of  eighth  plan  has 
reviewed  the  activities  of  the  Research  Institutes 
and  has  been  trying  to  implement  the 
recommendations  of  the  Review  Committee  of 
research  institutes  particularly  in  regard  to  the 
renewal  of  the  faculty,  upgrading  of  infrastructure 
and  research  facilities  and  encouraging  areas  of 
research  beyond  traditional  academic 
boundaries.  However,  due  to  financial 
constraints,  the  required  level  of  funding  to 
Institutes  could  not  be  provided  to  the  desired 
level.  The  Council  is  trying  its  level  best  to 
provide  grants  as  much  as  recommended  by  the 
Institutes.  The  Council  has  agreed  to  implement 
the  Vth  Pay  Commision/UGC  Pay  Scales  based 
on  Rastogi  Committee  recommendations  in  the 
institutes. 

Research  Institutes  have  established  close  links 
with  the  scholars  in  the  region  as  well  as 
elsewhere  through  various  activities  such  as 
seminars,  workshops  and  training  and 
consultancy  programmes.  Some  of  the  institutes 
are  closely  associated  with  national  and  state  level 
planning  and  development  agencies  and  have 
thereby  strengthened  the  links  between  research 
and  policy  making. 

Each  Institute  decides  about  its  own  direction  of 
research  which  includes  a  wide  spectrum  of 
subjects  related  to  agricultural  and  rural 
development,  industrial  structure  and  growth, 


income  distribution  and  poverty,  employment 
and  wages,  inter-regional  differences  in  levels  of 
development,  education,  health,  nutrition, 
problems  of  weaker  sections  of  society  including 
women,  energy,  technology,  ecology  and 
environment,  and  social,  cultural  and  institutional 
aspects  of  development.  Thus,  research  studies 
have  generated  substantial  empirical  knowledge 
of  the  structure  of  Indian  economy  and  society 
and  their  dynamics  both  at  the  national  and 
regional  levels. 


It  may  be  mentioned  that  during  the  last 
five  years  1241  research  projects  have 
been  completed  by  the  institutes, 
while  1918  were  ongoing. 


They  cover  a  wide  spectrum  of  issues  relating  to 
those  areas,  which  are  already  mentioned  in  the 
above  paragraph.  What  is  more  significant  in 
these  efforts  is  that  they  are  not  only 
interdisciplinary  in  character  but  also  focus  on 
regional  and  local  problems. 

In  this  process  they  have  become  centres  of 
research  for  region’s  specific  issues  and  have 
greatly  contributed  to  an  awareness  of  the  nature 
of  development  problems  and  potential  of  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

In  terms  of  publication,  the  institutes  have 
brought  out  388  books,  I  183  working  papers 
and  monographs  during  the  last  five  years. 

Another  important  activity,  which  has  been  given 
importance  by  the  Council,  is  the  training  of 
young  social  scientists  by  the  research  institutes 
through  M.Phil.  and  Ph.D.  programmes, 
workshops  and  seminars.  During  the  last  five 
years,  122  Ph.D.s  have  been  produced  and  898 
scholars  have  been  working  on  Ph.D.  The  Council 
can  legitimately  take  pride  in  its  role  in  promoting 
the  research  and  training  efforts  made  by  the 
research  institutes. 
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Two  hundred  and  sixty-one  research 
projects  were  completed  in  these 
institutes  during  the  year  under  report. 
The  total  number  of  ongoing  studies  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  four  hundred 
nine  only. 


Research  Institutes  disseminate  results  of  their 
research  studies  in  the  form  of  published  books 
and  mimeographs  and  working/occasional  papers 
etc.  During  the  year,  the  number  of  books 
published  or  circulated  was  eighty-one  and  those 
of  mimeographs,  working/occasional  papers  and 
articles  was  eight  hundred  eighty-nine. 

Institutes  also  undertake  training  of  young  social 
scientists  and  assist  fresh  researchers  in  designing 
and  conducting  their  research.  To  this  end, 
doctoral  fellowships  have  been  provided  to  these 
institutes.  Some  of  the  institutes  have  been 
assisting  in  teaching  and  training  programmes  for 
M.Phil.  and  Ph.D.  students.  In  addition,  as  per 
the,  Council’s  policy  they  participate  in  Post¬ 
graduate  teaching,  research  guidance  in  the 
universities  and  also  involve  the  university 
teachers  in  their  research  programmes.  Twenty- 
eight  scholars  working  under  the  guidance  of  the 
faculties  of  the  research  institutes  were  awarded 
Ph.D.  degree.  During  the  year  twenty-seven 
scholars  submitted  their  doctoral  dissertations 
and  two  hundred  seventy-nine  scholars  were 
working  at  the  research  institutes. 


In  all  three  hundred  and  five  seminars 
and  workshops  were  held  during 
1999-2000. 


The  focus  of  the  A.N.  Sinha  Institute  of  Social 
Studies,  Patna  is  on  development,  with 
particular  reference  to  problems  of  Bihar  and  its 
eastern  region,  its  approach  to  development 
emphasises  on  community  initiative.  A  number 
of  studies  related  to  Poverty  Alleviation,  Rural 
Development,  Child  Development,  Economic 
Policy,  SC/ST  Studies,  Role  of  Women  and  Their 
Status  in  Society,  Impact  of  Changing  Technology, 
Social  Stratification  and  Agriculture,  Political 


Economy  of  the  State,  etc.,  have  been  undertaken 
by  the  Institute.  During  the  period,  six  studies 
were  completed  while  i  2  were  in  progress.  Eight 
books  and  5 1  articles  were  published  by  the 
faculty  in  various  journals  and  edited  books.  Also, 
the  Institute  brought  out  its  journal  'Social  and 
Economic  Studies'.  Two  students  were  awarded 
Ph.D.  degrees  and  22  were  working  for  the  same. 
20  seminars  and  workshops  were  also  organized. 

The  research  activities  of  the  Centre  for 
Development  Studies,  Thiruvanantha- 
puram,  focused  on  such  diverse  issues  as  Public 
Policy  in  Human  Development,  Agrarian 
Economy,  Labour  and  Development  Technology, 
Natural  Resources  Management,  Community 
Irrigation,  State  and  Union  Intervention  in  Rural 
Labour,  Banking  Sector  Reforms,  Labour  and 
Development,  New  Economic  Policy  —  Impact 
on  Dalits,  Social  Mobility,  Restoration  of 
Alienated  Tribe  Land  in  Kerala,  Agrarian  Reforms, 
and  Land  Distribution  Experiences.  50  studies 
were  completed  while  40  were  in  progress.  Two 
students  were  awarded  Ph.D.,  four  have 
submitted  their  theses,  and  1 3  were  working  on 
theirs.  One  book  and  eight  working  papers  were 
published.  The  faculty  also  contributed  37 
research  papers  in  journals  and  edited  books. 
The  Centre  conducted  23  lectures,  seminars  and 
workshops. 

The  research  activities  of  the  Centre  for 
Economic  and  Social  Studies,  Hyderabad 
revolve  around  the  economic  and  social 
problems  of  Andhra  Pradesh.  During  the  year, 
the  centre  concentrated  its  work  on  Water 
Supply,  Tribal  Development  Programmes,  Federal 
Fiscal  Transfers  in  India,  Irrigation  Status  in 
Andhra  Pradesh,  Economics  of  Livestock 
Production,  Agriculture,  Food  Security,  Poverty 
Alleviation,  Resettlement  and  Rehabilitation,  and 
State  Finances.  The  Centre  completed  nine 
research  projects  and  16  were  in  progress.  In 
addition,  the  faculty  published  22  research  papers 
and  nine  monographs.  61  scholars  continued  to 
work  on  their  Ph.D.  work.  The  Centre  also 
organized  15  seminars. 
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Centre  for  Multi-Disciplinary  Develop¬ 
ment  Research,  Dharwad  focused  on  High 
Costs  of  Primary  Education,  Female  Literacy, 
Health  Indicators,  the  Economics  of  Shifting  from 
Tobacco,  Human  Development  Index,  Socio¬ 
economic  Ideas  in  Ancient  Indian  Literature,  and 
Community  Contribution  to  Development  of 
Education.  During  the  year,  the  Centre 
completed  three  studies  and  seven  projects  were 
at  various  stages  of  completion.  One  scholar 
submitted  his  thesis  and  seven  were  registered 
for  Ph.D.  Five  books  and  four  mimeographs  were 
published.  The  Centre  also  organized  six 
seminars/conferences. 

The  focus  of  studies  of  the  Centre  for  Policy 
Research,  New  Delhi  was  on  Problems  of 
Governance,  the  Security  Policy,  Crisis  of 
Migration  Politics,  the  Politics  and  Progress  of 
Decentralization,  Defence  Expenditure  and 
Forces,  the  Voluntaty  Sector,  Economic 
Liberalization,  Social  Violence,  Federalism,  Urban 
Policy,  etc.  During  the  year,  the  Centre 
completed  15  studies,  while  18  were  at  various 
stages  of  completion.  The  faculty  published  10 
books  and  four  monographs.  Besides,  more  than 
200  articles  by  the  academic  staff  were  published 
in  major  national  dailies  and  in  research  journals. 
The  Centre  also  organized  three  seminars/ 
workshops  during  the  year. 

The  Centre  for  Research  in  Rural  and 
Industrial  Development,  Chandigarh 
conducted  research  on  Population  Rehabilitation, 
Education  and  Development,  Migration,  the 
Growth  of  Slums,  Devolution  of  Powers  to 
Panchayat  Raj  Institutions,  Liberalization  of 
Economy,  the  National  Family  Health  Survey,  etc. 
The  Centre  also  organized  a  training  workshop 
on  ‘Access  to  Social  Science  Information'.  During 
the  year,  the  Centre  completed  eight  studies,  and 
1 7  studies  were  at  various  stages  of  completion. 
In  addition,  the  Centre  organized  1 6  lectures/ 
seminars  and  training  programmes  during  the 
year.  Four  research  papers  were  published  by 
the  faculty. 


Gujarat  Institute  of  Development 
Research,  Ahmedabad  has  primarily  been 
focusing  on  Non-formal  Education,  Impact  of 
Industrialization  on  Peripheral  Economy,  Rural 
and  Urban  Informal  Sector  Activities,  Women 
Workers  and  Global  Economy,  Contribution  of 
Informal  Manufacturing  Sector  to  the  Economy, 
Functioning  of  Salt  industry  in  Gujarat,  and 
Resettlement  of  Narmada  Project-Affected 
Persons.  During  the  year,  the  Institute  completed 
12  research  projects  and  12  studies  were  in 
progress.  The  faculty  published  two  books,  three 
working  papers  and  16  research  papers.  Nine 
seminars/workshops  were  organized. 

Centre  for  Studies  in  Social  Sciences, 
Calcutta  continued  to  concentrate  on 
economic  and  social  problems  of  society.  Among 
the  projects  that  received  major  attention  were 
Evolution  of  the  Family  in  Modern  Bengal, 
Agrarian  Development  in  Bengal,  Industrial 
Development,  Commodities  &  Culture,  Problems 
of  Under-investment  in  Small  Scale  Industries, 
Evaluation  of  Refugee  Settlements,  and  Study  of 
Bengali  Cinema.  During  the  year,  three  studies 
were  completed  while  22  were  in  progress.  The 
Centre  published  five  books,  two  occasional 
papers  and  1 3  research  papers/articles.  During 
the  period,  20  workshops/lectures  were 
organized,  including  a  two-day  workshop  on 
'Indian  Music  in  the  Age  of  Reproduction'.  One 
thesis  was  submitted  and  one  Ph.D.  degree  was 
awarded  while  nine  scholars  were  working  on 
their  theses. 

The  main  concerns  of  research  at  the  Centre 
for  the  Study  of  Developing  Societies, 
Delhi  have  been  Electoral  Behaviour,  India’s 
AIDS  Epidemic,  Peace  Security  and  Economic 
Cooperation  for  Growth,  the  Criminal  Justice 
System,  the  Politics  of  Alternative  and  Desirable 
Future,  Violence,  Ethnicity,  and  Diversity.  During 
the  year,  nine  studies  were  completed,  23  were 
in  progress  and  10  new  studies  were  at  the 
negotiation  stage.  The  Centre  published  eight 
books  and  25  monographs  during  the  year,  and 
continued  to  bring  out  its  two  journals,  China 
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Report  and  Alternatives.  The  Centre  also  organized 
two  seminars.  The  faculty  contributed  46 
occasional  papers.  One  scholar  was  working  for 
his  Ph.D. 

The  focus  of  the  research  activities  of  Council 
for  Social  Development,  Hyderabad  has 
been  on  Social  Security,  Irrigation  and  Agriculture 
in  Tribal  Areas,  Health  Services  in  Slums, 
Evaluation  of  Post  Literacy  Programme.  During 
the  period  under  report,  the  Council  completed 
seven  projects  and  four  were  ongoing.  The 
Council  conducted  15  seminars/lectures  and 
workshops.  Besides,  the  faculty  got  published  10 
articles  in  various  journals  and  edited  books.  The 
Council  also  published  two  books  during  the 
year. 

The  Centre  for  Women’s  Development 
Studies,  Delhi  since  its  inception  has 
undertaken  research-cum-action  projects. 


During  the  period,  priority  areas  of  the 
Centre  were:  Gender  and  Changing 
Livelihood,  Evolution  of  Rashtriya 
Mahila  Kosh  and  its  Impact  on  Women, 
Panchayati  Raj  and  Women,  Gender 
Development  Indicators,  Human  Rights 
and  Human  Development,  Feminism  in 
India,  Communal  Violence  and 
Formation  of  Women's  Studies  and 
action  projects  on:  (i)  Bankura  Project, 
( H )  Mednipur  Wastelands  Development 
Project  etc.,  were  also  taken  up. 


Six  studies  were  completed  and  18  were  in 
progress  and  five  new  projects  were  undertaken. 
Five  books  and  four  working  papers  were 
published  by  the  Centre.  In  addition,  the  Centre 
continued  to  publish  its  journal  Indian  journal  on 
Gender  Studies.  The  Centre  also  organized  three 
workshops  and  seminars. 

During  the  period,  Gandhian  Institute  of 
Studies,  Varanasi  has  concentrated  on 
Gandhian  Thought,  Approach  to  Build  a 
Progressive  Society  and  Movement,  Agrarian 
Change,  Gandhi  and  Science,  Concept  of 


Communitarian  Society,  Communalism,  and  Land 
Reforms  and  Panchayati  Raj.  The  Institute 
completed  six  studies  while  six  were  in  progress 
The  faculty  brought  out  one  book  and  published 
three  papers  in  different  journals.  The  Institute 
organized  five  seminars  and  refresher  courses 
It  brought  out  two  journals  namely  Gandhian 
Perspective  and  Gandhi  Vichar  Gaveshana.  Two 
students  were  working  for  their  Ph.  D.  degree. 

The  research  work  carried  out  by  Gin  Institute 
of  Development  Studies,  Lucknow  was 
focused  on  Problems  of  Weaker  Sections, 
Literacy,  Rehabilitation,  Agriculture  and  Rural 
Development,  Nutrition  and  Health, 
Industrialization,  Panchayati  Raj,  Industries  and 
Physical  Infrastructure  specially  Irrigation,  Power 
and  Road  Transport  etc.  During  the  year,  the 
Institute  completed  10  studies  while  16  were  in 
progress.  It  brought  out  I  I  working/  occassional 
papers.  The  faculty  contributed  !0  articles  in 
different  books  and  journals.  In  addition,  the 
Institute  conducted  three  seminars/workshops. 

Emphasis  of  the  G.B.  Pant  Social  Science 
Institute,  Allahabad  during  the  year  was  on 
Adult  Education,  Land-use  Pattern,  Electoral 
Processes,  Rural  Development  Programmes, 
Social  Development  Issues,  Environment  and  the 
Problems  of  the  Socially  Disadvantaged  Sections, 
etc.  During  the  period  the  institute  completed 
six  research  projects  while  six  were  in  progress. 
It  organized  22  seminars/lectures.  Three  books 
and  37  papers/articles  were  published  in  journals 
and  edited  books.  Seven  students  were  working 
for  their  Ph.D.  theses  and  one  thesis  was 
submitted. 

Research  activities  of  the  Centre  for  Social 
Studies,  Surat  relate  to  the  following  -  Child 
Labour,  Social  Movements,  Social  Health, 
Environment,  Communalism,  Social  Justice,  Tribal 
Identity,  Development  and  Displacement: 
Discourse  and  Reality,  Social  Change,  and 
Panchayati  Raj  and  People’s  Participation.  During 
the  period,  1 0  studies  were  completed  and  seven 
were  in  progress.  The  Centre  continued  to 
publish  its  journal  Arthat.  It  also  published  one 
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book,  six  monographs  and  the  faculty  brought 
out  40  research  papers  in  different  journals.  In 
addition,  the  Centre  organized  two  training 
programmes,  and  five  seminars  under  the  CSS 
Dialogue  programme.  One  scholar  was  awarded 
Ph.d  degree. 

The  research  programme  of  the  Indian 
Institute  of  Education,  Pune  was  blended 
with  the  studies  on  Perceptions  and  Viewpoint 
on  Education,  Impact  of  Media  Communication 
on  Rural  Women,  Universalization  of  Elementary 
Education  etc.  During  the  year,  four  studies  were 
competed,  six  were  in  progress.  The  Institute’s 
quarterly  journal  Shikshan  am  Samaj  in  Marathi 
continued  to  be  published.  The  Faculty  published 
three  articles  during  the  year.  Two  scholars  were 
awarded  Ph.D.,  while  one  student  submitted  his 
thesis.  Currently  eight  students  are  doing  Ph.D. 
The  institute  organized  four  seminars/workshops 
and  conferences. 

The  Institute  for  Social  and  Economic 
Change,  Bangalore  undertakes  research  on 
,  Tax  Reforms,  Gender  Studies,  Dalit  Studies, 
Institutional  Development,  Employment, 
Agriculture,  Irrigation,  Family  Welfare, 
Sustainable  Management,  Health,  Panchayati  Raj, 
Decentralized  Governance,  etc.  It  organized 
workshops  on  Decentralization,  Impact  of  Micro 
Finance  on  Women  and  Empowerment,  Bonded 
Labour,  Drought  Proofing,  and  Democratic 
Decentralization.  During  the  year,  1 6  studies 
were  completed,  54  were  at  different  stages  of 
completion  and  three  new  projects  were 
undertaken.  The  Institute  published  one  book. 
In  addition,  68  papers/articles  brought  out  by  the 
faculty  were  published  in  important  Indian  and 
foreign  journals  and  newspapers.  The  Institute 
also  brought  out  its  Journal,  Journal  of  Social  and 
Economic  Development.  Two  scholars  were 
awarded  Ph.D.  degree  and  three  submitted  for 
the  degree  and  48  students  continued  with  their 
Ph.D.  work.  The  Institute  conducted  1 8  seminars/ 
workshops. 


The  thrust  area  of  research  at  the  Institute  for 
Studies  in  industrial  Development,  Delhi 
has  been  on  Industrial  Development  with 
emphasis  on  India’s  industrial  Development  and 
External  Economic  Relations,  Corporate  Sector, 
Economic  Policies  and  Indian  Development,  Effect 
of  Privatization  in  India  and  Global  Capital  Flows, 
and  the  Indian  Stock  Market.  During  the  period, 
three  research  projects  were  completed  and  five 
were  in  progress.  The  Institute  published  two 
working  papers,  two  monographs  and  four 
research  articles.  The  Institute  has  created  an 
On-Line  Index  (OLI)  of  articles,  notes  and  other 
reference  material  published  in  major  Indian 
economic  and  other  social  science  journals. 

The  research  work  undertaken  by  the  Institute 
of  Development  Studies,  Jaipur  is  related  to 
Water  Management  and  Conservation,  Economic 
Policies  and  Strategies,  Social  Policies,  Child 
Labour,  Agriculture,  Educational  Studies,  Women 
and  Gender  Studies  and  Empowerment  of  Non 
Governmental  Organizations.  During  the  year, 
19  studies  were  completed;  1 6  were  in  progress 
and  seven  new  studies  were  undertaken.  It 
conducted  32  seminars/workshops/lectures  and 
training  courses.  The  Institute  brought  out  three 
books,  15  research  papers,  12  working  papers 
and  1 8  monographs.  Two  scholars  were  awarded 
Ph.D.  degree  and  one  was  working  for  the  same. 

Research  activities  of  the  Institute  of 
Economic  Growth,  Delhi  relate  to  Gender 
Equality  in  Land  Devolution  in  Temurial  Laws, 
Agriculture  and  Rural  Development,  Health 
Studies,  Population  and  Human  Resource 
Development,  Social  Change  and  Social 
Structure,  Shift  in  Crop  Pattern,  Aging,  Macro- 
economic  implications  and  Health  Security  Issues 
and  Valuation  and  Accounting  for  Natural 
Resources.  The  Institute  completed  18  research 
studies,  and  27  studies  were  in  progress  and  17 
new  studies  were  undertaken  during  the  year. 
During  the  year,  eight  books  and  47  papers  and 
37  monographs  were  published  by  the  faculty 
members  in  various  journals.  Three  scholars 
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were  awarded  Ph.D.,  another  three  submitted 
their  theses  and  10  were  wore  working  for  the 
same.  Special  issue  of  Economic  and  Political  Weekly 
on  IGFE-IDE  Project  was  brought  out  in  May 
1999.  The  Institute  organized  14  seminars/ 
workshops/lectures.  The  Institute  organized  40th 
Anniversary  Seminar  on  Economy,  Society  and 
Polity  in  South  Asia.  On  this  occasion  Professor 
Amartya  Sen  was  felicitated. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Enterprize, 
Hyderabad  has  conducted  Studies  on  Financial 
Performance  of  State  Level  Public  Enterprises  and 
Preparation  of  Annual  Survey,  Memorandum  of 
Understanding  in  Central  Public  Enterprises,  Bio- 
Technology  and  Truckers  Project,  etc.  The 
Institute  provides  courses  on  MBD  (PE)  and 
PGDCS.  The  Institute  completed  seven  research 
studies  while  14  were  in  progress.  During  the 
year,  two  books  were  published.  In  addition,  the 
Institute  organized  10  seminars  and  workshops. 

The  Omeo  Kumar  Das  Institute  of  Social 
Change  and  Development,  Guwahati  was 
established  to  promote  research  on  issues 
relating  to  the  Economy  and  Society  of  Assam 
and  other  States  and  the  Union  Territories  of 
the  North-Eastern  Region. 


The  thrust  areas  of  research  identified 
by  the  Institute  revolves  around 
Economic  History,  Population  Studies 
Tribal  Studies,  Literacy,  Human 
Development  Programme,  Ecology  and 
Environment,  Agricultural  Practices  and 
Panchayati  Raj.  The  institute  completed 
seven  research  projects  and  five  studies 
were  in  progress.  Besides,  five  research 
papers,  ten  monographs  and  four 
working  papers  were  published.  The 
Institute  also  organized  six  seminars/ 
workshops  during  the  year.  Three 
scholars  were  awarded  Ph.D.,  six 
submitted  their  theses  and  12  were 
working  for  award  of  the  degree. 


The  research  in  Madras  Institute  of 
Development  Studies,  Chennai  covers 
subjects  like  Irrigation,  Elementary  Education, 
Industrial  Desalinization,  Women  and 
Employment,  Social  Justice,  Gender  Studies, 
Labour  Studies,  Water  Resource  Accounting  etc. 
During  the  year,  three  studies  were  completed, 
six  were  in  progress  and  four  new  research 
projects  were  undertaken.  One  Ph.D.  was 
submitted  and  nine  students  continued  their 
Ph.D.  work.  The  Institute  brought  out  three 
books  and  four  working  papers.  The  faculty  also 
contributed  six  articles  in  edited  books  and 
journals.  The  Institute  conducted  27  seminars/ 
lectures  and  workshops  in  collaboration  with 
other  agencies.  Five  monographs  were  also 
brought  out. 

The  research  of  the  NabakrushnaChoudhury 
Centre  for  Development  Studies, 
Bhubaneswar,  Orissa  covers  subjects  like  Child 
Labour,  Health,  Environment  and  Sustainable 
Development,  Mineral  Economy,  Rural  Poverty, 
Women  Workers,  Problems  of  the  Aged  and 
Bonded  Labour,  Tribal  Development,  etc.  During 
the  period  under  review,  the  Centre  completed 
three  studies  while  22  were  in  progress.  The 
Centre  published  one  book,  four  occasional/ 
working  papers  and  the  faculty  got  28  articles 
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published  in  various  journals.  The  Centre  also 
organized  15  conferences/seminars/workshops. 
Three  students  were  awarded  Ph.D.  degree. 

The  major  activities  of  the  Sardar  Patel 
Institute  of  Social  and  Economic  Research, 
Ahmedabad,  during  the  year,  were  on 
Agriculture  and  Rural  Development,  Functions 
and  Finances  of  Panchayats,  Infrastructure  in 
Gujarat  Education:  A  Tool  for  Women 
Empowerment,  Water  Management,  Problems 
of  Tribal  Women  and  Evaluation  of  NGOs 
engaged  in  Women’s  Development  Activities. 
During  the  year  1 0  projects  were  completed.  The 
Institute  brought  out  a  bi-annual  journal  in  English 
and  another  in  Gujarati.  Four  research  papers 
were  also  published  by  the  faculty  in  different 
journals.  35  scholars  were  working  for  their  Ph.D. 

Madhya  Pradesh  Institute  of  Social  Science 
Research,  Ujjain  is  a  relatively  younger 
institute.  It  undertakes  inter-disciplinary  research 
in  social  sciences  with  special  emphasis  on  the 
problems  of  Madhya  Pradesh  and  its  neighbouring 
regions.  Research  during  the  period  covered 
Elementary  Education,  Panchayati  Raj,  Cultural 
Heritage,  Poverty  Alleviation,  Rehabilitation  and 


Tribal  Development.  During  the  year,  the 
Institute  completed  seven  projects  and  three 
were  at  various  stages  of  completion.  Two  books 
and  one  monograph  were  also  published.  The 
Institute  published  its  own  journal  Madhya  Pradesh 
Journal  of  Social  Sciences.  The  Institute  organized 
six  seminars/workshops.  Two  scholars  were 
awarded  Ph.D.  and  six  were  working  for  the 
degree. 

Dr.  Baba  Saheb  Ambedkar  National 
institute  of  Social  Science,  Mhow  was 
brought  under  ICSSR  grant-in-aid  scheme  in  1 993 
with  the  approval  of  Government  of  India.  The 
main  research  activities  of  the  Institute  during 
the  year  were  Identification  of  OBC's,  Female 
Infanticide,  Occupational  Mobility  and  Social 
Change,  Changing  Values  in  Society,  Social 
Development  and  Justice  and  Dr.  Ambedkar  and 
Women  Empowerment.  During  the  year,  four 
studies  were  completed  while  eight  were  in 
progress.  Four  scholars  were  awarded  Ph.D. 
degree  and  26  students  were  working  on  their 
theses.  One  book  was  published  and  the  faculty 
contributed  10  articles  in  various  journals. 
Besides,  it  conducted  two  lectures  under  Dr. 
Ambedkar  Lecture  Series.

Dr.  K..G.  Tyagi,  Director,  NASSDOC  participated  in  the 
RAG  Meeting  of  Asia-Pacific  Information  Network  in 
Social  Sciences  (APINESS)  held  in  Bangkok,  from  30 
August-3  September  1999.  In  that  meeting  Dr.  Tyagi  was 
elected  President  of  APINESS  for  the  next  two  years.

Ghosh,  Partha  S.,  BJP  and  the  Evolution  of  Hindu  Nationalism: 
From  Periphery  to  Centre  (New  Delhi:  Manohar,  1999). 

The  book  deals  with  the  rise  of  BjP  to  power  and  what 
all  it  means  to  Indian  politics.  The  focus  of  the  study  is 
on  the  political  use  of  religion. 

Religion  and  politics  are  always  interconnected.  The 
phenomenon  is  more  evident  in  developing  societies 
where  political  units  are  generally  not  individual  citizens 
as  is  the  case  in  industrial  societies  but  they  are  social 
groups  and  identities.  Recent  developments  in  India 
marked  by  the  unprecedented  rise  in  religio-centric 
politics  underscore  the  point.  Th  process  is  epitomized 


by  the  rise  of  Hindu-chauvinistic  BJP  to  the  centre-stage 
and  its  subsequent  forming  a  coalition  government  at  the 
centre  with  itself  as  the  dominant  partner. 

In  a  socially  and  culturally  plural  India  how  enduring  this 
phenomenon  would  be  is  what  the  present  book  is  all 
about.  It  traces  the  growth  of  Hindu  nationalism  from 
the  early  days  of  Indian  renaissance  in  the  late  nineteenth 
century  to  the  present  against  the  background  of  an 
incremental  competition  amongst  several  social  forces 
which  do  not  allow  shaping  of  India  into  a  Hindu  state. 
The  study  attempts  to  assess  the  future  of  political 
Hinduism  in  general  and  the  BJP  in  particular  together 
with  critically  gauging  the  ideological  and  intellectual 
depths  of  the  phenomenon. 

At  the  core  of  our  inquiry  are  such  fundamental  questions 
as;  What  are  the  limits  of  the  use  of  religion  in  Indian 
politics?  Are  other  parties  that  vow  in  the  name  of  value- 
based  politics  and  secularism  any  different  from  the  BJP 
insofar  as  communal  mobilization  is  concerned?  Does 
Hindutva  mean  political  Hinduism  or  Hinduization  of  Indian 
politics?  Can  there  be  anything  like  ‘genuine  secularism' 
when  ‘secularism’  itself  is  a  total  concept  that  cannot  be 
qualified?  And  are  Muslims  in  India  really  pampered  as 
the  BJP  claims?  Besides,  policy  issues  such  as  those  related 
to  Indian  economy  and  foreign  relations  have  also  been 
addressed  so  as  to  view  the  party  and  its  ideology  from  a 
holistic  perspective.

Findings:  This  study  deals  with  gender  differences  in 
researches  in  psychology  in  terms  of  Ph.Ds  awarded  by 
Indian  Universities  and  publication  of  these  research 
findings  in  various  journals.  Gender  differences  in 
research  with  the  empirical  data  and  their  perception  of 
factors  that  affect  their  productivity  have  been  discussed. 
Its  findings  indicate  gender  differences  in  Ph.Ds  during 
the  period;  various  subfields  of  psychology;  percentage 
papers;  relatedness  of  titles  of  published  papers  with 
theses  titles  and  co-authored  papers  at  national  and 
international  level. 

One  of  the  findings  indicates  the  trend  about  the  number 
of  male  and  female  with  respect  to  participation  in 
publication  productivity.  In  the  observed  decade  males 
have  dominated  the  publication  activity,  but  the  trend 
line  indicates  that  male  percentage  would  come  down 
with  increasing  participation  in  the  near  future  in  terms 
of  number  of  researchers  and  their  papers.

I  have  obtained  all  the  information  and  explanations  that  I  have  required,  and 
subject  to  the  observations  in  the  appended  Audit  Report,  I  certify,  as  a  result  of  my  audit,  that  in  my 
opinion  these  accounts  and  Balance  Sheet  are  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  exhibit  a  true  and  fair  view 
of  the  state  of  affairs  of  the  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research,  New  Delhi,  according  to  the 
best  of  information  and  explanations  given  to  me  and  as  shown  in  the  books  of  the  organisation. 
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Audit  Report  on  the  Accounts  of 
Indian  Council  of  Soda!  Science  Research,  New  Delhi 
for  the  year  8  999-2000 


1.  Introduction 

The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research 
(Council)  was  registered  in  July  1969  under  the 
Societies  Registration  Act,  1 860.  The  main  objectives 
of  the  Council  are  to  review,  promote,  encourage, 
assist  and  coordinate  social  science  research.  Audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Council  has  been  entrusted 
under  section  20(1)  of  the  Comptroller,  and  Auditor 
General’s  (Duties,  Powers  and  Conditions  of 
Service)  Act,  1971  for  a  period  of  five  years  from 
1999-2000  to  2003-2004. 

2.  Financial  Arrangement 

The  Council  is  financed  mainly  by  grants  from  the 
Government  of  India.  During  1 999-2000,  the  Council 
received  grants  aggregating  to  Rs.750  lakh  under 
‘Plan’  and  Rs.1000  lakh  under  ‘Non-Plan’  from 
Government  of  India,  Ministry  of  Human  Resource 
Development,  New  Delhi. 

3.  Comments  on  Accounts 

3.1  Difference  in  Capital  Fund  General  and 
assets  created  therefrom 

The  asset  side  of  the  balance  sheet  showed  assets 
of  Rs  1484.94  lakh  (Land  and  Building:  Rs  950.74 
lakh;  Vehicles:  Rs  10.99  lakh;  Furniture  and 
Equipment: 

Rs  376.71  lakh:  Library  Books  &  CDROMS:  Rs 
142.91  lakh;  Journals  subscribed  but  not  received: 
Rs  0.67  lakh  and  Advances  to  suppliers:  Rs  2.92  lakh) 
created  out  of  Capital  Fund  General,  whereas  the 


liability  under  the  head  ‘Capital  Fund  General’  was 
Rs  1491.63  lakh.  Thus  difference  of  Rs  6.69  lakh 
remained  unreconciled.  This  discrepancy  was 
pointed  out  in  the  Audit  Report  for  the  year  1 998- 
99  but  no  rectification  had  been  carried  out  by  the 
Council  as  yet. 

3.2  Overstatement  of  Land  and  Building 

The  asset  side  of  the  balance  sheet  showed  an 
amount  of  Rs  950.74  lakh  under  the  head  ‘Land  and 
Building’.  However,  this  amount  also  included  an 
amount  of  Rs  25.92  lakh  spent  on  electricity  bills 
and  horticulture  which  was  of  revenue  nature.  This 
irregularity  was  pointed  out  in  the  previous  Audit 
Reports  but  no  rectification  had  yet  been  carried 
out  by  the  Council. 

3.3.  Unconfirmed  assets 

i)  The  Council  had  been  showing  a  sum  of  Rs  0.09 
lakh  on  account  of  Royalty  receivable  prior  to 
1996-97  and  a  sum  of  Rs  0.27  lakh  on  account 
of  Security  Deposits  since  1996-97  as  assets  in 
its  balance  sheet.  In  the  absence  of  confirmation/ 
acceptance  from  the  concerned  department/ 
individual,  the  correctness  of  these  assets 
remained  unverified. 

ii)  Similarly,  the  Council  had  been  showing 
following  assets  worth  Rs  3.08  lakh  on  account 
of  deposits  made  with  other  Departments/Local 
Bodies  during  the  period  1986-87  to  1997-98 
without  obtaining  requisite  confirmation 
therefrom.

Thus,  the  correctness  of  the  above  assets  too,  remained  unverified. 


4.  Understatement  of  Income,  Assets 
and  Liabilities 

Receipt  and  Payment  Account  revealed  that 


Provident  Fund  Account  had  been  credited  by  Rs 
17.81  lakh  as  interest  on  investments  out  of  which 
Rs  8.02  lakh  pertained  to  year  1 999-2000.  As  against 
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this,  interest  received  on  investment  was  shown  as 
Rs  4.92  lakh  in  the  Income  and  Expenditure 
Account. 

This  resulted  in  understatement  of  Income  by 
Rs3. 1 0  lakh  as  also  understatement  of  assets  and 
liabilities  by  tiie  like  amount. 

5.  Bank  Reconciliation  Statement 

Bank  Reconciliation  Statement  of  the  Council  for 
the  month  of  March  2000  revealed  the  following:- 

i)  Cheques  issued  but  not  presented  for  payment 
amounts  to  Rs  602.03  lakh.  Out  of  these  53 
cheques  amounting  to  Rs  1 .67  lakh  became  time 
barred  which  should  have  been  cancelled  and 
the  amount  thereof  written  back  in  the  cash 
book.  Thus  cash  book  did  not  reflect  true 
picture  of  cash  available  in  the  bank  account. 

ii)  Cheques  amounting  to  Rs  309.85  lakh  though 
deposited  in  bank  but  had  not  been  credited 
by  the  bank. 

iii)  An  amount  of  Rs  0.29  lakh  had  been  wrongly 
debited  whereas  a  sum  of  Rs  0.82  lakh  had  been 
wrongly  credited  by  the  bank. 

6.  General 

6. 1  Accounts  Lack  T ramsparemcy 

The  policies/accounts  of  the  Council  do  not  indicate 
treatment  of  certain  items  ‘such  as  (i)  applicability 
of  Income  Tax  on  surplus,  (ii)  exemption  from 
statutory  enactments/levies  (iii)  treatment  of 
contingent  liabilities  etc.  Hence  the  accounts  lack 
transparency. 

6.2  Status  of  Regional  Centres 

The  matter  regarding  non-settlement  of  the  status 
of  the  Regional  Centres  had  repeatedly  been 
highlighted  in  the  previous  Audit  Reports  but  no 
remedial  action  had  been  taken  by  the  Council  in 
this  regard.  Under  the  present  collaborative 
arrangement,  the  payments  made  to  the  regional 
centres  were  being  treated  as  grant-in-aid.  The 
annual  accounts  rendered  by  these  Centres  were 
not  incorporated  in  the  annual  accounts  of  the 
Council.  During  the  year  1999-2000  the  Council 
paid  grant-in-aid  of  Rs  64.77  lakh  (Rs  30.02  lakh 
under  Non-Plan  and  Rs  34.75  lakh  under  Plan)  to 
its  regional  centres. 


63  Utilisation  Certificates 

The  Council  released  Rs  865,53  lakh  (Plan:  Rs  316.53 
lakh  and  Non-:Plan:  Rs  549.00  lakh)  as  maintenance 
grant  to  28  Research  Institutions  during  1999-2000. 
As  per  the  provisions  of  the  GFRs  the  grantee 
institutions  should  submit  the  utilisation  certificates 
for  the  grant  received  in  the  prescribed  format  to 
the  grant  releasing  agency.  The  Council  did  not 
produce  any  utilisation  certificate  for  the  grants 
released  by  it  during  1999-2000.  In  the  absence  of 
utilisation  certificates  the  purpose  for  which  grants 
were  released  could  not  be  vouched  safe  in  Audit. 
Although  this  was  pointed  out  in  the  previous  Audit 
Report  but  no  remedial  action  has  so  far  been  taken 
by  the  Council. 

6.4  Depreciation  on  Assets 

The  asset  accounts  depict  book  value  of  acquisition 
and  do  not  exclude  obsolete,  unusable,  irreparable 
and  condemned  assets  and  also  do  not  take  into 
account  depreciation  with  corresponding  reduction 
of  capital  account.  Therefore,  the  capital  and  asset 
accounts  are  overstated  accordingly  thereby  not 
giving  the  correct  picture. 

6.5  Unspent  grant 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Council  had  an 
unspent  grant  of  Rs  2305.43  (Plan:  Rs  1052.00  and 
Non-Plan:  Rs  1253.43).  While  the  permission  of  the 
Ministry  to  carry  forward  the  Plan  grant  was 
obtained,  the  unspent  Non-Plan  grant  was  carried 
forward  to  year  1999-2000  without  obtaining  the 
requisite  permission  of  the  Ministry. 

6.6  Effect  of  audit  comments  on  Balance 
Sheet,  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  and 
Receipt  and  Payment  Account 

The  net  impact  of  the  comments  given  in  preceding 
paras  is  that  assets  as  on  3 1 .3.2000  were  overstated 
by  Rs  22.82  lakh,  liabilities  overstated  by  Rs22.82 
lakh  and  Excess  of  Income  over  Expenditure  for 
the  year  was  Rs  25.92  lakh.
